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The Office of Industrial Relations 
in the Post-War Navy

HE mission of the Office of Industrial 

Relations is to assure continuous op- 
eration of a sound civilian personnel pro- 
gram throughout the Naval Establish- 
ment. Carrying cut this mission during 
the War and post- 
war years has 
been a challenging 
and _§ interesting 
task. 

During the lat- 
ter part of the 
War, the large 
number of direc- 
tives from other 
agencies caused 
the number of 
Navy civilian per- 
sonnel circulars to 
become so great 
that it was diffi- 
cult for anyone to 
keep up with 
them. Often one 
circular would modify or suspend others 
to the extent that it was hard to tell what 
instructions were in effect. 

In 1944, all civilian personnel circulars 
were gathered into a single book of 
“civilian personnel letters and dispatches” 
and these formed the basis for the prepa- 
ration of a manual known as “Navy 
Civilian Personnel Instruction” (NCPI). 
This manual is now a two volume loose- 
leaf book, kept up to date by substitution 
of revised pages. A separate “Instruction” 
is provided in the manual for each of the 
major fields of personnel administration, 
in all, 50 instructions. Each is maintained 
by a subject specialist. Through these in- 
Structions, as well as through correspond- 
ence and travel by its staff members, the 
Office of Industrial Relations meets its 
responsibilities for developing and inter- 
preting the civilian personnel program 
and policies for the entire Naval Estab- 
lishment. 

The Office of Industrial Relations is or- 
ganized to cover the whole field of per- 
sonnel administration. It is concerned 
with such things as employment and 
placement, employee relations, training, 
efficiency ratings, salaries and wages, 
Position classification, incentive pro- 
grams, employee safety, and separations 
from the service. In approaching the 
Problems in all these areas, the constant

Among those who gave these. assur- 
ances were Senator Scott B. Lucas 
(D-Ill.), majority leader; Senator Ken- 
neth S. Wherry, (R-Neb.), minority 
leader, and Senator Millard E. Tydings, 
(D-Md.), Chairman of the Armed Serv- 
ices Committee. While these senators 
made no definite predictions as to the 
vote on the measure, supporters of the 
bill feel that it has an excellent chance 
of passage.

New Px Regulation 


Covers All Services 


New Commissary and Exchange Reg- 
ukations just issued for the Services give 
effect to the agreement reached between 
the Department of Defense and the 
House Armed Services Committee to 
limit drastically the activities of com- 
missaries and exchanges in Continental 
United States. The new regulations may 
also be extended in whole or in part to 
overseas installations in the discretion of 
the Secretary of the appropriate military 
department. Prior to issuance the regula- 
tions were approved by the Munitions 
Board. 

Under the new directive all commis- 
saries now operating in areas where ade- 
quate commercial facilities are reason- 
ably available will be closed on 1 Jan.

| Services to Reduce 


by 12,073 Officers 


The Armed Forces have been ordered 
to reduce their active duty strength by 
12,073 non-Regular officers, of whom 5787 
will be Army, 3157, Navy, and 3129,, Air 
Force. 

The officer reduction was revealed in an 
announcement by Secretary of Defense 
Louis Johnson reporting “a detailed but 
partial program of economies” to save ap- 
proximately $200,000,000 the first year and 
about $500,000,000 when implementation 
is completed. 

Inimediately, personnel chiefs of the 
various Services dispatched messages 
around the world advising commanders in 
the field how the officer cuts — some of 
them to be made by the end of the year— 
will be accomplished. 

In the Army, the reduction will be made 
from a group of about 46,000 non-Regular 
officers. Thus, approximately one out of 
every eight Reserve officers who are not 
in special promotion list categories will 
be released from active duty before 1 Apr. 
1950, with 1250 officers to be separated by 
1 Jan. 1950. 

The reduction of Air Force officers will 
be among rated non-Regulars exclusively. 
There are about 21,000non-Regular rated 
officers—pilots, bombardiers, navigators, 
observers, etc.—in the Air Force. There- 
fore, to meet the 3129 reduction quota, 
about one out of every seven of these offi- 
cers will be separated. 

The Navy, which has slightly more than 
46,500 officers, will have an average of 
45,000 for the current fiscal year. By 1 
July 1950 there will be 43,500 officers on 
duty. Most cuts will be made by returning 
reserve officers to inactive status. How- 
ever, some temporary officers will be re- 
quired to revert to permanent ranks of 
warrant or chief petty officers. 

The new economy edict will mean also 
elimination of 135,000 civilian jobs, inacti- 
vation of 51 Army, Navy and Air Force 
installations and curtailment of a number 
of additional Service activities. 

In a meeting with members of the Sen- 
ate and the House, held at the Pentagon 
just prior to public release of the sweep- 
ing economy directive, Secretary Johnson 
declared: “So long as I am Secretary of 
Defense, we want a dollar’s defense for 
each dollar you give us, and I personally 
will tolerate no WPA in the Administra- 
tion of the Defense Department.” 

Secretary Johnson emphasized that the 
actions result from decisions made by ci- 
vilians in the Defense Department. “The 
military, the generals and the admirals 
are the victims, if such you want to say, 
of this action by the civilians,” he de- 
clared. 

Many of the Congressmen present pro- 
tested that the firing of the civilian em- 
ployees, the reduction in officer strength 
and the closing of installations would 
have a serious effect on the economy in 
various locales. 

But what was made patently obvious 
this week was that if the Defense Depart- 
ment is to realize the much-heralded an- 
nual savings of $1,000,000,000, drastic per- 
sonnel cuts had to be made.

General Mark W. Clark, Commanding 
General of Sixth Army with Headquar- 
ters at the Presidio at San Francisco, will 
succeed General Jacob L. Devers as Chief, 
Army Field Forces, at Fort Monroe, Va., 
on 30 Sept. 

General Devers will 
retire from the Army 
on that date after 40 
years of service. 

The vacancy created 


by General Clark’s 
transfer will be filled 
by Lt. Gen. Albert 


C. Wedemeyer, Deputy 
Chief of Staff for Plans 
and Combat Opera- 
tions.

nounced. 

General Clark won prominence during 
World War II for the part he played in pian- 
ning the invasion of North Africa. A month 
before the actual invasion, he made a dra- 
matic and hazardous trip by plane and sub- 
marine from London to French North Africa 
for a secret rendezvous with a group of 
French officers to arrange details for the pro- 
posed landings. As Deputy Commander-in- 
Chief of the Anglo-American invasion forces 
he flew from Gibraltar to Algiers on the day 
following the landings, 9 Nov. 1942, where he 
took into protective custody Admiral Jean 
Francois Darlan, Commander-in-Chief of all 
French forces in northwest and west Africa. 

In January, 1943, General Clark was named 
Commanding General of the Fifth Army and 
in September of the same year directed that 
unit in the landings at Salerno, Italy. Under 
General Clark, the Fifth Army entered Rome 
on 4 June 1944, the first Axis capital to be 
liberated from the enemy. In Dec., 1944, Gen- 
eral Clark was elevated to the Command of 
the Fifteenth Army Group, comprising all 
fighting forces in Italy. He held that com- 
mand until the close of hostilities in Europe. 
He assumed command of the Sixth Army on 
19 June 1947. 

General Wedemeyer served as Deputy Chief 
of Staff of the Southeast Asia Command 
from Oct., 1943 to Oct., 1944, when he became 
Commanding General of U. S. Forces in the 
China Theater of Operations. 

Returning to this country in 1946, General 
Wedemeyer assumed command of the Second 
Army in Sept. of that year. A year later he 
became Director, Plans and Operations Divi- 
sion, General Staff. In Nov., 1948, he assumed 
his present position. 

General Devers has served in both World 
Wars. He was named Commanding General 
of the United States Forces in the European 
Theater of Operations in May, 1943. A few 
months later he assumed command of the 
North African Theater of Operations. Gen- 
eral Devers became Commanding General of 
the Sixth Army Group in France in Septem- 
ber, 1944 and later commanded the Twelfth 
Army Group, during the temporary absence 
of General Omar N. Bradley. He became 
Commanding General of Army Ground Forces 
in June, 1945, succeeding General Joseph Stil- 
well. He moved with the headquarters to Ft. 
Monroe, Va., in October, 1946. 





Navy Industrial Relations 
(Continued from Preceding Page) 
objective is to create a more effective 
working force throughout the Navy in 
order to get the necessary jobs done with 
the minimum number of employees. Thus, 
the aims of the Navy’s civilian personnel 
program are similar in many ways to 
those of private industry; and in many 
respects the Navy, one of the largest in- 
dustrial employers in the Nation, leads 
the way in the development and adminis- 

tration of civilian personnel programs. 
The Office of Industrial Relations (OIR) 
is functionally responsible for civilian 
personnel administration throughout the 
Navy. It gives guidance and assistance to 
persons concerned in civilian personnel 
administration, including the District 








Civilian Personnel Directors (DCPD’s) 
and the Industrial Relations Officers 
(IRO’s). The DCPD’s are responsible for 
promoting and coordinating the civilian 
personnel program in the naval districts 
and the IRO’s are responsible for con- 
ducting the program in the individual 
naval activities. 

Since the war the civilian personnel of 
the Navy has been reduced to less than 
half the war-time peak. This rapid change 
has presented many problems. In meeting 
these problems, decentralization of opera- 
tions, under centrally determined policy, 
has continually proved its worth as a 
means of keeping personnel administra- 
tion on a current basis, and at the same 
time reasonably consistent throughout 
the Naval Establishment. 

The Navy’s apprentice training pro- 
gram has long been established and thor- 
oughly proven. It operates in 33 naval 
activities. Also, on-the-job training -is 
given in the apprenticeable trades and oc- 
cupations in many naval activities where 
formal apprentice training programs 
have not been established. Apprentice 
training was formerly given chiefly to 
boys of high school age, but now approxi- 
mately 5,400 of the 5,800 apprentices are 
veterans in training under the GI bill 
of rights, many of them being men with 
families. 

Supervisor training under the Navy’s 
Work Improvement Program helps make 
supervisors a more effective part of man- 
agement and this, in turn, increases the 
efficiency of other employees. Supervisors 
are training to plan their work in such 
a way that there will be a minimum of 
“lost time” on the job and maximum con- 
tinuity of production. 

The Navy is one of the leading Govern- 
mental agencies in the operation of em- 
ployee suggestion programs. Many mil- 
lions of dollars have been saved through 
adoption of employee suggestions for im- 
proving working methods and equipment, 
and the program is still growing. Recently 
an employee received awards of $3,325 
for a suggestion which saved the Navy 
over $2,000,000 during a three year period. 

The safety program of the Office of In- 
dustrial Relations includes both civilian 
and military personnel. It is chiefly con- 
cerned with accident prevention, which is 
accomplished by such means as safety 
education, requiring adherence to safety 
regulations, providing protective clothing 
and safety devices to reduce occupational 
hazards, and discovery and elimination of 
accident causes. The Navy has established 
an enviable safety record, having suc- 
ceeded in materially reducing the num- 
ber and cost of lost-time accidents year 
after year. The Navy’s position of leader- 
ship in the field of accident prevention is 
no accident! 

The industrial character of the naval 
field activities has played a large part in 
shaping the policies of the Office of In- 
dustrial Relations and the laws under 
which the industrial relations program 
operates. For example, wage rates for 
jobs in the trades and related occupations 
are adjusted from time to time to con- 
form to those paid by private industry. 

The Navy has long recognized the value 
of open and frank communication be- 
tween employees and management. For 
many years, labor unions in naval activi- 
ties have been a channel of such com- 
munication. To enable a voice by em- 
ployees who are not union members, the 
Navy has provided an organized channel 
of communication with management by 
authorizing “shop committees.” Such com- 
mittees, composed of employees selected 
by their fellow workers, represent the em- 
ployee viewpoint to management and 








bring the management viewpoint to em- 
ployees. It is the continuing policy of the 
Navy to encourage full opportunity for 
both shop committees and union repre- 
sentatives to speak for employee groups, 
as well as for employees individually to 
bring their views before management. 
As evidenced by the policies and accom- 
plishments discussed above, the Office of 
Industrial Relations has done much to 
improve personnel administration in the 
Navy. Careful attention has been given to 


improving conditions of work and pro- | 
| cent. Mr. Lucas said he thought debate 


moting good employee-management re- 
lations. Central guidance and assistance 
is given in fostering high employee mo- 
rale and working efficiency. With a for- 
ward-looking approach, the Office of In- 
dustrial Relations is constantly working 
to solve the continuing problems of per- 
sonnel administration and provide an 
even sounder personnel program than in 
the past. 





Service Pay Bill

Senator Lucas said: 

“The Military Pay Bill is on the agenda 
for this session of Congress, but it cannot 
be considered until after the. Military 
Appropriations and Deficiency Bills are 
out of the way.” 

Senator Wherry confirmed the fact that 
the bill could not come up until after ac- 
tion on the appropriations bills is com- 
pleted. From past experience it seemed 
certain that debate on these measures 
will be rather prolonged, since the con- 
sideration of the Interior Department Ap- 
weeks’ time. Senator Tydings agreed with 
propriations Bill occupied nearly two 
the floor leaders that there might be some 
delay in consideration of the Pay Bill, but 
was hopeful of its passage. He said: 

“We have been doing everything possi- 
ble to get the Pay Bill before the Senate. 
However, you know the legislative situa- 
tion, howcrowded the calendar is with 
bills that must be considered. The appro- 
priations bills must be taken up, and 
there are measures like the Reciprocal 
Trade Agreements and Minimum Wage 
bills that have been on the calendar 
much longer than the Pay Bill. There 
is also the civilian Executive Pay Bill 
awaiting passage. Nevertheless, we are 
working hard for the Military Pay Bill 
and hope that it will get through this 
session.” 

While Senator Lucas would not hazard 
a predictio nas to when the Pay Bill 
would be taken up, in a colloquy on the 
flor he said that he would be glad to 
secure unanimous consent for considera- 
tion of the bills on the priority list. Sena- 
tor Wherry suggested that the majority 
and minority leaders be authorized to 
confer with a view to working out a 
legislative program for the remainder of 
the current session, and a definite date 
for adjournment. In reply to this sugges- 
tion, Senator Lucas said that he would 
like to wait until pending appropriation 
measures are disposed of, after which 
he would take the matter up with the 
Democratic policy committee. 

In a radio broadcast on Sunday and 
in a subsequent statement on the floor 
on Wednesday, Senator Lucas listed cer- 
tain bills which it was essential to con- 
sider at the current session. On both 
occasions he included the Military Pay 
Bill among the measures which would 
definitely come up for consideration. 
However, in his floor statement he in- 
dicated that there would be prolonged 


debate on several of the priority meas-' 


ures. He held out little hope for early 
adjournment of Congress. In his radio 
talk he indicated that Congress might 











not be through before Thanksgiving, and 
on the floor he suggested the possibility 
that the session might continue even 
longer. =. 

Bills included in the legislative pro- 
gram of the majority leader were three 
appropriations measures, including that 
for the Military Establishment scheduled 
for consideration next week. An effort 
will be made to attach to the Military 
Appripriations Bill a rider empowering 
the President to reduce appropriations 
for all departments by ten or fifteen per 


on this amendment alone would consume 
three or four days. The other money 
bills are deficiency measures, not likely 
to be subject to prolonged consideration. 

Following the appropriation bills Mr. 
Lucas proposes to take up the highly 
controversial Minimum Wage and Reci- 
procal Trade Agreements Bills. Both are 
expected to consume a great deal of time. 
Mr. Lucas indicated that debate on the 
Trade Agreements Act would require a 
minimum of ten days or two weeks. The 
majority leader then listed the Executive 
Pay Bill and the Military Pay Bill. He 
said the Executive Pay Bill for increased 
salaries for civilian Government officials 
“is going to be passed,” and that the 
Armed Forces Pay Bill “is going to be 
brought up.” 

Included among several other measures 
due for consideration the majority leader 
listed the authorization of the Military 
Aid Program for Atlantic Pact countries 
and certain other nations. Because of its 
importance it is not unlikely that this 
bill may be taken up prior to some of 
the others now on the calendar. 

Members of Congress from Oregon this 
week received a copy of a resolution en- 
dorsing the Military Pay Bill, which was 
adopted at a meeting of the veterans of 
the Second Oregon Volunteer Infantry, 
which served in the War with Spain and 
the Philippine Insurrection in 1898 and 
1899. The resolution termed the bill a 
fair recognition justly due our service 
men for faithful service and urged that 
its passage be expedited. 





Seeks Air Unification 


The Department of Defense yesterday 
made public a supplement to the annual 
report of Mr. Kenneth C. Royall as Secre- 
tary of War. In the report, dated 26 April 
1949, the former Secretary of War urged 
complete unification of air power. The 
announcement stated: 

“The right of the Secretary of Defense 
to prescribe and change the functions of 
the three Departments seemed to the Sec- 
retary of the Army to be of special im- 
portance, particularly as it related to the 
air functions of the Air Force and of the 
Navy. It is his conviction that the most 
efficient type of unification will come 
about only when there is one Air Force. 
If unlimited powers to prescribe and as- 
sign air functions is not to be given to 
the Secretary of Defense then it is the 
opinion of the Secretary of the Army, and 
he so recommended, that the Air Force 
should be transferred to the Navy, or, if 
not, that the Naval Air Arm should be 
transferred to the Air Force.”

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Plan 60,000 Housing Units 


Plans for the construction of 60,000 fam- 
ily housing units for Army, Navy and Air 
Force personnel at a cost of $500,000,000 
were reported this week by the Depart- 
ment of Defense. 

The housing, designed primarily to alle- 
viate the needs of junior officers and top- 
grade enlisted men, will be constructed 
under provisions of a new law which per- 
mits the Federal Housing Administration 
to give mortgage insurance to private 
builders. Individual housing units will be 
restricted to an average cost of $9000 
value for mortgage purposes. 

Although the 60,000 units will be of 
great benefit, it is revealed that in the 
United States alone there is need for ap- 
proximately 250,000 family dwellings for 
Service personnel. 

Meantime, Congress still has under con- 
sideration the Department of Defense 
public authorization bill, which would 
provide funds for an additional 7282 fam- 
ily housing units for all Services. 

It is expected that much of the housing 
to be built in the $500,000,000 F.H.A. pro- 
gram will be of multiple-unit, garden-type 
apartment construction, although atsome 
installations individual family houses will 
be erected. 

Under the provisions of the legislation, 
the housing units will be developed by 
private capital and must conform to Fed- 
eral Housing Administration require- 
ments as to standards of construction 
quality and dependability of the individ- 
ual builder. In addition, plans for proposed 
construction must be approved by the re- 
spective services before the builder re- 
quests F.H.A. mortgage insurance. 

Private Ownership 

Ownership and operation of the hous- 
ing developments will remain with the 
organization or individual building or 
“sponsoring” the project. Priority of oc- 
cupancy is assured to military personnel 
assigned to the installation which the 
development serves. The development 
must be operated in a manner satisfactory 
to the commanding officer of that installa- 
tion. 

The housing units may be built on 
United States government land which is 
a part of the military base or on privately 
owned land adjacent to the military in- 
stallation. If constructed on government- 
owned land the builder, or “sponsor” 
must lease the land from the govern- 
ment. 

The legislation provides for F.H.A. 
mortgage insurance totalling up to $500,- 
000,000 prior to July 1, 1951, for construc- 
tion of military family housing on or 
adjacent to installations of the Army, 
Navy, and Air Force, within the conti- 
nental United States, Alaska, Hawaii, 
Puerto Rico, and the Virgin Islands. The 
$500,000,000 limit may be extended to 
$1,000,000,000 by executive order of the 
President. 

Here is how each Service will imple- 
ment this legislation. 

Air Force 

The Air Force's initial planning is for fam- 
ily housing units at about 35 bases in the 
continental United States. The program is 
scheduled to start by Jan. 1950. 

Housing under this program will be only 
at those bases which would be operated 
despite any conceivable future reduction in 
Strength. The list of Air Force installations 
at which housing developments will be con- 
structed is not yet completed. 

Initial planning by the Air Force deals 
only with family housing construction in the 
United States and Alaska although plans for 
construction in the other U. S. possessions 
may be included in the future. 

Although the housing built under the Wher- 
ry Bill is not expected to solve the Air Force’s 
family housing problems completely, it will 
be an improvement over the existing situa- 
tion. At the present time there are 114,000 
Air Force families in the United States in 
need of adequate housing. Therefore, the Air 
Force will continue to request appropria- 
tions in its annual budget for the construc- 
tion of family housing at Air Force bases 
in the United States and overseas. 

The rental allowances of junior officers and 
enlisted men of the top three grades will be 
used to determine generally the rental scales 
of the housing developments, but the actual 
monthly rental paid by a resident in one of 
the developments will not necessarily coin- 
cide with the monthly rental allowance which 
is a part of his Air Force pay. 

In actual operation, the commanding offi- 
cer of a base will appoint a housing officer 
to establish priorities for rental of a unit 
in the development near that base. When an 
Officer or enlisted man is eligible for a family 
unit under that base’s priority system he will 
be d to the civilian manager of the

development who will assign him an apart- | 


ment or house, as the individual case may be. 
Rent will be paid by the officer or enlisted 
man directly to the development manager. 

Construction of such a housing develop- 
ment at Air Force bases is open to all re- 
sponsible builders, contractors, or investors. 
All proposals submitted to the Air Force will 
be examined carefully to determine that the 
construction, the reputation of the builder, 
and the proposed manner of operation will 
be satisfactory to the USAF. 

The procedures necessary for a civilian or- 
ganization to build a housing development 
near an Air Force base follow: 

(1) The builder, or ‘‘sponsor,’’ gives to 
Headquarters, USAF, evidence of capacity to 
construct such a housing development, to 
manage and maintain such a project after 
completion, and of financial ability to under- 
take such a project. 

(2) The ‘‘sponsor’’ discusses the require- 
ments of the individual base as to number 
and size of units. rent schedules, etc., with 
the commanding officer of that base. 

(3) The ‘‘sponsor’’ submits his plans for the 
proposed development to the commanding 
officer of the base. 

(4) If approved by the commanding offi- 
cer of the base as satisfactory to the needs 
of that base, the proposal is submitted to 
Headquarters, U. S. Air Force, Washington, 
D. C., where it is examined carefully to de- 
termine if the proposed development is satis- 
factory in all respects to the Air Force. 

(5) If the proposal is approved by Head- 
quarters, the Air Force executes a lease to 
the ‘‘sponsor’’ for the required land if gov- 
ernment-owned land is to be used. If pri- 
vately-owned land adjacent to the base is to 
be used the ‘‘sponsor’’ must lease or purchase 
the land from the owner. 

(6) The Air Force provides the successful 
‘‘sponsor’’ with documentary evidence as to 
the permanency of the installation, its 
planned level of activity, and the soundness 
of the individual proposal for presentation 
to Federal Housing Administration. 

(7) The ‘‘sponsor’’ requests F.H.A. mort- 
gage insurance for the housing development. 

(8) The ‘‘sponsor’’ obtains necessary loans 
from private banks or investors under the 
F.H.A. insurance and actual construction is 
begun. 

Army 

Army housing requirements are currently 
being reviewed by the six Army Area com- 
manders in the United States to determine 
how best to provide under the new legislation 
for some of the 100,000 families estimated to 
be in need of quarters. 

New construction under the Wherry bill is 
expected to start in the near future. Junior 
officers and enlisted men of the first three 
grades will receive the greatest benefit as a 
result of the housing program. The actual 
number of units to be built has not been 
determined as yet, pending receipt of re- 
quirement estimates for this type of housing 
from field commanders. 

Detailed analysis of the family housing 
situation at any installation where a pri- 
vately financed housing project is desired will 
be forwarded from field commanders to the 
Department of the Army for review and 
coordination with staff agencies to determine 
whether the project can be certified. After 
proposed housing projects are coordinated 
with the Departments of the Navy and Air 
Force and the Chairman of the Munitions 
Board, the Secretary of the Army will then 
authorize the Army commander to invite pro- 
posals for construction of the project. 

The Army emphasized that Army Area 
commanders will issue invitations for pro- 
posals and will be responsible for reviewing 
all proposals received. Selection of the most 
desirable proposal also rests with the Army 
commander. 

Army plans for operating under the recent- 
ly-enacted legislation provides that where 
use of government land or government-fur- 
nished utilities is involved, the Division or 
District Engineer will negotiate a lease for 
the land or contract for utilities. 

Formal certification of an Army housing 


project to the F.H.A. will be made by the 
Secretary 


of the Army after execution of a 





. 

lease or contract for utilities. The sponsor 
of the project will then be asked to develop 
detail plans in coordination with an Army 
representative, arrange financing, and file an 
application for mortgage insurance with the 
F.H.A. Following execution of a mortgage 
insurance instrument, construction can be 
initiated. 

The Army stated that it would continue 
to request appropriations for housing in its 
annual budget since projects initiated under 
the Wherry bill will not meet the pressing 
needs of all Army personnel for quarters. 

Navy 

The Navy has taken action to implement 

the Title 8 Housing Program in two phases: 
Phase I 

Determination of requirements is in proc- 
ess. Major emphasis will be placed on pro- 
viding housing for enlisted personnel and 
junior grade officers. Construction is expected 
to be confined to 1-, 2- and 3-bedroom dwell- 
ings similar to housing facilities constructed 
under Title 6 of the National Housing Act 
which resulted in construction of large scale 
civilian rental housing projects during the 
immediate post-war period. 

Architectural and design features will be 
selected to achieve rents which can be af- 
forded by the income groups to be served, 
based on the pay grades of personnel at- 
tached to the particular installation at which 
the housing will be constructed. 

Housing for civilian employees is expected 
to be limited to those stations which are 
geographically isolated, at which civilian 
housing would not otherwise be provided for. 

Phase II 

Instructions concerning Phase II of the 
program outline the procedure in detail for 
initiating construction projects after require- 
ments have been established. Briefly, the 
Navy plans to invite proposals from inter- 
ested sponsors and select the offer consid- 
ered in the best interest of the Government. 
Land will be leased to sponsors as circum- 
stances indicate this to be advisable, and 
utilities and related services will be provided 
by the Navy where such utilities and services 
are not otherwise available from local, private 
or public sources and where it is deemed of 
advantage to national defense or the public 
interest. 

Men in the Navy spend a large part of 
their time at sea, and lack of housing when 
they receive duty ashore is an immediate 
problem. It has not been possible to provide 
sufficient permanent public quarters to meet 
this problem. 

The Navy has alleviated housing needs by 
construction of minimum accommodations, 
such as trailer and Quonset huts, by conver- 
sion of existing wartime temporary struc- 
tures, and other means of improvising shelters 
of an austerity type. Even under such cir- 
cumstance, however, it has been necessary 
for many men to live apart from their fam- 
ilies or at excessive distances from their 
duty stations, and under conditions consid- 
ered sub-standard. 


Commands Army Map Service 

Appointment of Col. John G. Ladd as 
Commanding Officer of the Army Map 
Service was announced this week by Maj. 
Gen. Lewis A. Pick, Chief of Engineers. 

Colonel Ladd assumed his new duties 
22 Aug. He had been chief of the Engi- 
neer Intelligence Division, Military Op- 
erations, Office of the Chief of Engineers 
at Gravelly Point, Va. At the Army Map 
Service he succeeded Col. William M. 
Mills, who is being transferred to the In- 
dustrial College of the Armed Forces at 
Fort McNair.

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Army Generals Named 


President Truman this week appointed 
Lt. Gen. Wade H. Haislip, Deputy Chief 
of Staff for Administration, to be the Vice 
Chief of Staff, with the rank of general, 
to succeed General J. Lawton Collins, suc- 
cessor to General Omar N. Bradley as 
Chief of Staff. 

Lt. Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway, Com- 
manding General of the Caribbean Com- 
mand, will replace General Haislip and in 
turn will be succeeded by Maj. Gen. Wil- 
liam H. H. Morris, who will have the 
rank of lieutenant general. 

General Haislip has been Deputy Chief of 
Staff for Administration since that position 
was created 15 Nov. 1948. He served as War 
Department Assistant Chief of Staff, G-1, from 
Feb. 1941 to March 1942, when he was named 
Commanding General, 85th Infantry Division, 
at Camp Shelby, Miss. He was designated 
Commanding General, XV Corps, in Feb. 1943. 

After going overseas late in 1943, the XV 
Corps went into action in France in July 
1944. Extended combat carried the Corps 
through the Siegfried Line, and finally into 
Austria. During more than nine months in 
combat, the XV Corps had advanced more 
than 1200 miles. 

In June 1945, General Haislip assumed com- 
mand of the Seventh Army and the Western 
Military District in the U. S. Occupation Zone 
of Germany, and the following month was 
given the additional duty of commanding 
the Sixth Army Group. He was made Special 
Assistant to the Chief of Staff in July 1948 
and served in that capacity until his assign- 
ment as Deputy Chief of Staff for Adminis- 
tration. 

General Ridgway, Commander in the Carib- 
bean, with headquarters at Quarry Heights, 
Canal Zone, since 23 June 1948, led the 82d 
Airborne Division through the Italian Cam- 
paign, and later parachuted with leading ele- 
ments of his division into Normandy. Shortly 
thereafter he was given command of the 
XVIII Airborne Corps, and in that capacity 
directed operations in the Ardennes Campaign 
in Belgium, the crossing of the Rhine near 
Wesel, the Ruhr Pocket, crossing of the Elbe 
River and the advance to a junction with Rus- 
sian forces on the Baltic in May 1945. 

He later went to the Philippine Islands with 
part of the Corps staff in preparation for the 
scheduled invasion of the Japanese homeland, 
and later served as Commander of the Medi- 
terranean Theater of Operations. 

In Jan. 1946, General Ridgway was assigned 
to represent General of the Army Dwight D. 
Eisenhower on the Military Staff Committee, 
United Nations, first in London and then in 
New York City. 

In March 1946, in addition to the UN as- 
signment, General Ridgway was designated as 
Senior U. S. Delegate to the Inter-American 
Defense Board. He was named Senior U. S. 
Army Member of the Military Staff Commit- 
tee of the United Nations in October, 1947, 
and remained in that capacity until his as- 
signment to the Caribbean Command. 

General Morris has held the position of 
United States Army Member of the Joint Bra- 
zil-United States Military Commission since 
23 May 1947. He was wartime commander of 
the 10th Armored Division serving in France 
and Germany, and in May 1945 was named 
CG, 6th Corps, serving in Austria and Ger- 
many. 


New Chief of Ordnance 


Brig. Gen. Elbert L. Ford, Commanding 
General, Aberdeen Proving Ground, Md., 
this week was appointed by President 
Truman to be the next Chief of Ordnance. 
He will succeed Maj. Gen. Everett S. 
Hughes, who will retire. 

A graduate of the U. S. Military Academy 
in 1917, when he was commissioned in the 
Coast Artillery Corps, General Ford trans- 
ferred to the Ordnance Department on 1 July 
1920. 

During World War II, General Ford was 
assigned initially to the Ordnance Section, 
Headquarters Services of Supply in the Eu- 
ropean Theater of Operations, and in Sept. 
1942 was made Chief Ordnance Officer, Allied 
Force Headquarters. In Nov. of that year he 
left for North Africa where he served until 
Feb. 1943, when he was named Chief of Staff, 
Headquarters, North African Theater of Op- 
erations. 

Returned to the United States, General 
Ford became Chief of the Stock Control 
Branch, Field Services Division, Office of the 
Chief of Ordnance, Washington, D. C., in May 
1944. The following month he was made Chief 
of the Reclamation and Maintenance Branch, 
Field Services Division, in the Office of the 
Chief of Ordnance. He moved to the Head- 
quarters, European Theater of Operations, in 
July 1946 as Chief of Ordnance of USFET. On 
12 June 1948 he became Commanding General, 
Aberdeen Proving Ground. 
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hemy Seeretnry Reports 


In the event of war, the United States 
would need oversea bases for sustained 
strategic bombing, Secretary of the Army 
Gordon Gray declared in a radio broad- 
cast this week. 

Describing “The Army’s Role in Main- 
taining the Nation’s Defense,” Secretary 
Gray emphasized that these oversea bases 
would be built, maintained and defended 
initially by ground troops of our allies. 

“But any major war is total,” he con- 
tinued, “and eventually these tremen- 
dously important jobs would fall—as they 
fell in World War II—to our construction 
troops, transportation troops, combat 
troops, communications troops, supply 
troops, all made up of GI Joe with his 
feet on the ground—and largely fur- 
nished by the Army.” 

He said it would be “utter folly” to en- 
ter such bases without tens of thous- 
ands of Army combat troops. Secretary 
Gray declared also that “the job could not 
be accomplished without a superior Navy 
which could keep the sea lanes open and 
protect from air and submarine attack 
the necessary movement of men and sup- 
plies across the sea.” 

To those who “proclaim that a foresee- 
able war could be won with a single Sun- 
day punch by any one arm of the Serv- 
ice,” Secretary Gray warned that if such 
thinking were to prevail “we shall cer- 
tainly be carrying the security of this 
country around in a paper bag.”

Russell Forbes, former Commissioner 
of the Department of Purchase of New 
York City, has been appointed chairman 
of the Committee on Army Supply Meth- 
ods, Secretary of the Army Gordon Gray 
has announced. 

Mr. Forbes recently headed a task force 
on the federal supply service in the Hoo- 
ver Commission on the Organization of 
the Executive Branch of the Government.

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Enlistments of Ex-Officers 


Pending publication of a printed change 
to SR 615-105-1, the Army has issued the 
following instructions concerning enlist- 
ment of former officers, warrant officers 
and flight officers: 

Regular Army 

(a) An applicant for enlistment whose last 
period of active service was in the status of 
commissioned officer or warrant officer of 
Army, if such period of active service com- 
menced on or before 22 March 1948, and whose 
release from such status was under honorable 
conditions, who enlists for 3, 4, 5 or 6 years 
(or for an unspecified period of time, if eligi- 
ble), the day following date of release from 
active service will be enlisted in the Regular 
Army in grade one, except for officers who, 
on or after 27 May 1949 sign a new category 
statement as provided in paragraph 13, SR 
135-215-5. Unused leave must be carried over 
nto enlisted status if enlistment is accom- 
plished in grade one. An officer who has re- 
ceived lump sum payment for accrued leave 
upon separation will not be enlisted in grade 
one under the provisions of this subpara- 
graph. Reservists recalled to extended active 
duty for training purpose (for a period of 90 
days or less) will not be eligible for enlist- 
ment under the provisions of this subpara- 
graph, even though enlistment is accom- 
plished the day following date of separation 
from such active duty training status. 

(b) An applicant for enlistment in the Reg- 
ular Army whose last period of active service 
in any of the Armed Forces was in the status 
of commissioned officer, warrant officer or 
flight officer, whose release was under honor- 
able conditions on or after 12 May 1945, and 
who is not eligible to enlist under the provi- 
sions of (a) above or (b) below may enlist 
in the Regular Army in a grade commensu- 
rate with prior training and experienee under 
the provisions outlined in paragraph 3b, DA 
Pamphlet 12-16, as changed. 

Air Force 

An applicant for enlistment whose last pe- 
riod of active service in any of the Armed 
Forces was in the status of commissioned 
officer, warrant officer or flight officer will be 
enlisted in the Air Force in a grade prescribed 
by the Chief of Staff, USAF, under the provi- 
sions of paragraph 4, AFR 39-25.

Col. Earl R. Chase, QMC, USA, who was 
recently on duty at the Quartermaster 
Center, Camp Lee, Va., has sailed for 
Tokyo to take up his new duties as Area 
Petroleum Officer under General of the 
Army Douglas MacArthur.

Regular Army Integration 

Senate Bill 2377, still pending in Con- 
gress, will extend Regular Army integra- 
tion for Reserve officers of the Army 
Nurse Corps and Women’s Medical Spe- 
cialist Corps for a period of one year 
following date of enactment. 

In addition to extending the integra- 
tion period, the bill provides that any 
Army nurse who had not reached her 
35th birthday at the time she entered the 
service may become eligible for appoint- 
ment in the Regular Army, regardless of 
her age at present. (This also applies to 
Reserve nurses not on extended active 
duty who have had prior military experi- 
ence and may be considering a return 
tour with an eye to a long-range military 
career.) The WMSC will continue to ac- 
cept only qualified applicants who will 
not have reached the age of 35 at the 
time of appointment. 

Progress of the legislation is being fol- 
lowed with interest as there are currently 
about 1,000 vacancies in the Regular 
Army Nurse Corps, and about 200 
vacancies in the WMSC, Regular Army. 





American-Kachin Rangers 


Reunion 

A reunion is to be held in New York 
City, N. Y., 17 Sept. for the first time by 
the Office of Strategic Services Detach- 
ment 101. This organization was well 
known in Burma and India as the 
American-Kachin Rangers, and gained 
much fame by leading Kachin guerrilla 
troops in combat behind enemy lines in 
Burma.

Rental Allowance Decision 

With the case of a Dr. Anthony V. 
Torre, Medical Corps Reserve, as a basis, 
the Comptroller General has ruled in de- 
cision B-87471 that an Army Medical 
Corps Reserve officer without dependents 
furnished quarters without charge while 
serving his internship is not entitled to 
the statutory rental allowance as for an 
officer without dependents. 

The official digest of 
follows: 

‘“‘An Army Medical Corps Reserve officer, 
without dependents, who was _ furnished 
quarters without charge while serving his 
internship at a civilian hospital as a com- 
missioned officer under the Civilian Intern 
Program authorized by section 1A of the Pay 
Readjustment Act of 1942, as added by section 
101 of the act of 5 Aug. 1947, is not entitled 
to be paid the statutory rental allowance 
as for an officer without dependents.”’ 


Fifth Army Chief of Staff

WAC Basic Training Course 


The basic training course for enlisted 
personnel of the Women’s Army Corps 
will be increased from eight to 13 weeks. 
The longer course will start with the class 
entering the WAC Training Center at 
Camp Lee, Va., 29 Aug. 
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Encourage “Healthy Rivalry” 


The three Service secretaries encourage 
a “healthy rivalry” among their depart- 
ments, according to Secretary of the Navy 
Francis P. Matthews. 

In an address over the Columbia Broad- 
casting System this week, Mr. Matthews 
said that he has encountered nothing but 
good will and helpfulness from Secretary 
of the Army Gray and Secretary of the 
Air Force Symington, but, he added, “that 
does not mean that anyone of us yields in 
anything indispensable to the proper func- 
tioning of the Department for which he 
is responsible.” 

In fact, he said, “we encourage a 
healthy spirit of rivalry in each depart- 
ment.” He pointed out that such rivalry 
“serves as an impelling force in stimulat- 
ing the entire personnel to do the best 
possible job in attaining the all important 
common objective of an impregnable Na- 
tional Security.” 

Discussing undersea warfare, the 
Navy’s primary mission, Secretary Mat- 
thews stated that it is “one of the Navy’s 
most important problems today.” It in- 
volves, he said, the development of the 
best submarines we can acquire by con- 
struction or conversion, and the training 
of destroyers and hunter-killer groups in 
improved and anti-submarine methods 
and techniques. Great emphasis is being 
placed on this work, he said, “because we 
believe that in any future war the sub- 
marine will play a substantially larger 
part than it played in World War II.” 

Secretary Matthews paid tribute to De- 
fense Secretary Johnson during the 
broadcast when he said “it is universally 
conceded that he has done a phenomenal 
job in a short time.” He added that the 
Defense Department “is functioning 
smoothly and effectively” under Mr. John- 
son’s leadership, and that his appoint- 
ment as Defense Secretary was “the most 
important appointment any President has 
had to make in recent history.”

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Navy Balloon Project 

Detailed soundings of stratospheric 
temperatures and humidity at 99,000 feet 
have been obtained with a new instru- 
ment perfected by University of Chicago 
scientists, under sponsorship of the Office 
of Naval Research, of which Rear Adm. 
Thorwald A. Solberg, USN, is director. 

The instrument was borne aloft by a 
new type of plastic balloon, marking the 
first time that accurate and continuous 
moisture determinations have been ob- 
tained from a free balloon in the strato- 
sphere. 

The new altitude attained is about twice 
that at which accurate measurements of 
humidity had previously been made. For- 
merly used instruments, known as radio- 
sondes, were not dependable in the low 
vapor concentrations and cold tempera- 
tures of the stratosphere. 

Developed under the direction of Dr. 
Earl W. Barrett of the University staff, 
the new instrument employs a humidity- 
measuring technique called “dew point 
hygrometry.” Understood since the early 
nineteenth century, the process became 
practical for balloon-sounding application 
only through modern electronics engi- 
neering. 

The balloon used in the test at Camp 
Ripley, Minn., 1 July 1949, was developed 
under Navy sponsorship by the Aeronau- 
tical Research Division of General Mills, 
Ine. 

The information, transmitted to re- 
ceivers on the ground, is valuable not only 
to meteorologists and astronomers, but 
also to aeronautical engineers in the de- 
signing of safe and efficient aircraft.

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To Publish Marine’s Story 


The story of an unusual mishap suffered 
by a young Marine officer, a brief account- 
ing of which was presented in THE ARMY 
AND NAvy JOURNAL early this year, will be 
related at some length in a future issue 
of Colliers. 

The officer, Lt. Emile Skocpol, was mak- 
ing a flight from the deck of the carrier 
USS Midway at the time the episode oc- 
curred. Leaving the deck of the carrier, 
the plane piloted by Lt. Skocpol lost its 
power and plummeted into the ocean 
where it exploded, sending the Marine 
officer under the surface. As he came to 
the top of the water, he found the Midway 
bearing down on him at 20 knots. He was 
struck by the vessel and carried under 
her hull, rolling to the surface just aft 
of the island, where he was spotted and, 
shortly afterward, pulled back aboard 
ship. 

Lieutenant Skocpol is now stationed 
with VMF-461 at the Marine Corps Air 
Station, Cherry Point, N. C. 





Brazilian Marine Corps 


Congratulations recently extended to 
the Brazilian Marine Corps on the occa- 
sion of its anniversary by General Clifton 
B. Cates, U.S. Marine Commandant, have 
been acknowledged in a letter to the U. S. 
Naval Attache at Rio de Janiero. 

The letter, written by Rear Adm. Sylvio 
de Camargo, Commandant of the Brazil- 
ian Marines, said in part: “I request that 
you forward my thanks and those of all 
the (Brazilian) Marine Corps for the 
kindness in sending these congratulations, 
which were welcomed into thé hearts of 
us all, admirers that we are of the effi- 
ciency and glory of the U. S. Marine 
Corps,” 


Navy to Train AF Pilots 


Naval aviators will train eight Air Force 
pilots in the operation of the twin-engine, 
SA-16 amphibian, at the Patuxent River, 
Md., Naval Air Station beginning late 
next month or early in October. 

The eight pilots are assigned to Air 
Rescue Service of the Military Air Trans- 
port Service which is scheduled to receive 
more than 50 of the amphibious aircraft 
before the end of 1951. Two SA-16’s will 
be assigned to the Navy’s Bureau of Aero- 
nautics by the Air Force to accomplish 
the training. 

“SA-16” is the Air Force designation for 
the Navy’s JR-2-F “Albatross.” All “X”— 
“experimental” models of the plane— 
were developed under Navy contracts; 
flight tests were conducted under Navy 
supervision. 

















Lady Leatherneck Promoted 


Lt. Col. Julia E. Hamblet, Deputy Di- 
rector of Women Marines, was advanced 
to that rank this week. 

One of the first three women to receive 
a regular Marine Corps commission, 
Colonel Hamblet is the only woman Ma- 
rine on duty in the rank of lieutenant 
colonel. She was administered the oath 
of office by General C. B. Cates, Marine 
Corps Commandant. 

As a reserve officer, Colonel Hamblet 
had directed the post-war Marine Corps 
Women’s Reserve, and in her present 
assignment is primarily concerned with 
that program. During World War II she 
served as Commanding Officer of the 
Women’s Reserve Battalion at Quantico, 
and as Commanding Officer of Aviation 
Women’s Reserve Group One, a command 
which included 120 officers and 2,600 
enlisted. 

Colonel Hamblet entered the Marine 
Corps in March 1943 and was commis- 
sioned a second lieutenant the following 
May. She has served continuously since 
that time, except for a six-month period 
of inactive duty just prior to her recall 
to serve as Director of the Women’s 
Reserve Corps. 





Marine Aviation to Move 


The Marine Corps’ Division of Aviation, 
now located in the Main Navy building, 
Washington, is scheduled to move to new 
offices in the Pentagon as soon as space 
becomes available—probably within two 
weeks according to Pentagon space-con- 
trol officials. 

Headed by Maj. Gen. William J. Wal- 
lace, Director of Aviation and Assistant 
Commandant of the Marine Corps, the 
Division consists of some 41 officers and 
enlisted personnel, as well as a number 
of civilian employees. 

Although approximately 98 M¢rine offi- 
cers and enlisted personnel are now lo- 
cated in the Pentagon, the Division of 


| Aviation will be the first large Marine 





group to move into the building en toto. 
The majority of Marine personnel now 
stationed at the Pentagon are scattered 
throughout numerous offices such as O. 
N. IL, C. N. O., Joint Chiefs, and liaison 
sections. 

Marine officials stated that it is not 
known whether any moves from the Navy 
Annex in Arlington, where Marine Corps 
Headquarters is located, are planned for 
other Corps offices.

Senator Lucas, 
whose position as leader of the majority party gives him great power in the routing 
of business on the floor of the Senate, in listing to the assembled members on Wednes- 
day the bills they must consider before thought could be given to adjournment, stated: 
“We have the Armed Forces pay bill. That is going to be brought up.” Similarly, in 
a radio broadcast Sunday, Senator Lucas listed the Service Pay bill as one of the 
measures to be passed this session. Senator Tydings, who will manage the bill on the 
floor, likewise told THe JourNAL that in spite of the problems posed by the crowded 
calendar he has confidence that the pay bill will pass the Senate this session. These 
Senators, both of whom served as enlisted men and officers in World War I, are aware 
of the criticalness of the present pay situation and the great damage that would be 
done to morale and the defense structure if the bill should not be enacted this session. 
With sufficient cooperation they can assure its passage. 


HE added strain imposed upon Service morale by the reduction program an- 

nounced this week intensifies the need for speedy enactment of the Career Com- 
pensation Act. Personnel of the Armed Forces suffered an appreciable pay cut in 1949 
due to the withdrawal of the limited tax exemptions extended by a grateful nation 
at war. Thus, their take-home pay was reduced at a time when all other government 
personnel were enjoying substantial pay raises, labor was going into its fourth round 
of increases, and commercial firms were paying at their highest scales. At the same 
time too, many of the benefits established for their convenience and morale are being 
taken from them, such as the medical care of their families in service hospitals near 
their quarters, and long established post exchange and commissary privileges are 
being reduced in scope and in some instances abolished. To all these is being added 
the threat of removal from a career in which they have begun to adjust themselves 
and families. Morale has long been considered the greatest factor in military effi- 
ciency, yet at a time when the effectiveness of our defense system should be main- 
tained at its highest, morale is dangerously threatened. To keep the best of our 
personnel and to maintain them at top efficiency, it is imperative that the pay bill be 
enacted at this session of Congress. 


ONGRESS,. should give early approval of the request made recently by Secre- 

tary of the Army Gordon Gray for legislative authority to enroll civilians as 
students at the Service schools conducted by the Army, Navy, Air Force, and Coast 
Guard. The immediate aim is to provide training for government technicians in con- 
nection with defense against atomic attack. The measure holds even greater possi- 
bilities in that it would authorize attendance at Service Schools of selected citizens 
from private life, including representatives of industry, labor, and the professions. 
In light of the totality of modern warfare, this is particularly desirable., Industry 
is the key to defense and security. Its importance is recognized in the National 
Security Act which sets the Munitions Board on a par with the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff. In this connection it is interesting to recall a recent interview with General 
Mast, head of the new French Institute for Advanced National Defense Studies, 
published in the Army AND Navy JourNnaL. He said: “We opened the doors of our 
Institute to the world of private industry and we encountered a profound under- 
standing among its representatives. After all does not private industry play a 
very important role in the manufacture of armaments? Will it not take a pre- 
ponderant part in the country’s war effort?” It is to be hoped that American in- 
dustrialists, though already giving generously of their time on Munitions Board 
Advisory Committees and in lecturing at such schools as the National War College 
and the Industrial College of the Armed Forces, could spare some representatives 
to study at the Service schools.

Temp. Vs. Permanent Rank 
Editor, ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

I was very much interested in the 
opinion expressed by the “Colonel, GSC,” 
in the 13 Aug. ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL 
to the effect that all individuals possess- 
ing a permanent rank within a given 
grade should outrank those with tempo- 
rary or AUS rank in that grade with no 
consideration being given the relative 
dates of rank among the various cate- 
gories. In all respect to the opinion of 
the Colonel, I feel that exception must 
be taken to the blanket application of 
his views. 

While it is realized that a few tempo- 
rary promotions were received by virtue 
of the individual “Being at the right 
place at the right time,” it is believed the 
majority of the temporary promotions 
were given to individuals performing 
duties of the higher grade prior to promo- 
tion who, subsequently, have credibly 
performed the duties of the temporary or 
even higher grades. It is not a valid argu- 
ment to assume that permanent rank 
alone is justification for an individual to 
outrank a member of any service who 
holds a non-permanent or AUS rank in 
the same grade. 

Consider the following actual case: 
Officer A was integrated into the RA in 
1942 while Officer B, whose total commis- 
sioned service was approximately equal 
to Officer A’s RA commissioned service, 
applied for integration in the RA while 
on a terminal leave promotion as a cap- 
tain. Subsequently, Officer B returned to 
active duty as a Ist Lt., was integrated 
as a permanent captain, and was pro- 
moted to a permanent majority when 
constructive service for age made him 
eligible. Now, while the preceding must 
be considered an extreme case, there must 
be many similar cases not as extreme as 
this one, and certainly Officer B should 
not outrank Officer A who was a major 
(temporary) at the time of the former’s 
integration and for three years prior to 
that. 

The present situation must be recog- 
nized as a period of readjustment occa- 
sioned by the necessity to increase the 
permanent strength of the Regular Serv- 
ices. Maj., Ord. Dept.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—War alarms came this week from the Balkans, that breeding 
place of conflicts. A particularly tough note from Soviet Russia to Yugoslavia oc- 
casioned storm warnings in the chancelleries of Western Europe. The Russian note 
was a protest against the arrest and imprisonment of Soviet citizens by the govern- 
ment of Marshal Tito, the Yugoslav dictator. Unless immediate satisfaction were 
granted the Soviet Union threatened to take “effective measures.” 

To European diplomats this language was disagreeably reminiscent of that used 
a decade ago by Adolf Hitler in dealing arrogantly with some of his weaker neigh- 
bors. However, despite the belligerent tone, western diplomatic circles were inclined 
to regard the note as largely bluff and bluster. There was no tangible evidence that 
Russia planned any immediate military action. 

The situation was cleared somewhat, to the great relief of western statesmen, 
by a surprisingly conciliatory reply from Tito. While expressing his displeasure at 
the insulting language of the Soviet demand, he indicated a willingness to permit 
the return to Russia of all Soviet citizens, including those imprisoned on charges of 
espionage. Furthermore he suggested that a settlement be reached through diplomatic 
channels by the two nations on all disputed questions. At the same time he demanded 
that the Kremlin cease to interfere in the internal affairs of his country. 

Relations between Russia and Yugoslavia have been strained since the open 
break of 14 months ago. However, the sudden bitterness that flared up this week 
was probably due to Russian annoyance at evidence of closer relations between 
Yugoslavia and the western democracies. The United States has approved the sale 
of a small steel mill to Tito for $3 million, and there has been talk of a $50 million 
loan to Yugoslavia by the World Bank. It is possible that Stalin thought that Tito 
could be coerced into ceasing his economic flirtation with the West by the thinly 
veiled Soviet threat of war. 

Furthermore Tito’s closing of the’ border between Yugoslavia and Greece to the 
Greek Communist rebels has been reflected in new military successes of the Greek 
government forces against the Red guerrillas. This has embittered the Communists 
of the Soviet satellite states. The Russian press and that of neighboring puppet 
countries in the Balkans echoed the strong language of the Russian note, demand- 
ing that the Yugoslav Communists get rid of Tito, an apparent open bid for his 
assassination. Tito, of course, is not afraid of his Red neighbors. The Yugoslav army 
is the strongest in the Balkans and could easily dispose of Albania, Bulgaria and 
Rumania, in the unlikely event that Russia maintained a hands-off policy in any 
conflict. 

However, if war should flare up in the Balkans, the tinder box of Europe, it 
would be difficult, if not impossible, to prevent a holocaust that would sweep over 
Europe. American and British diplomats are convinced that Russia does not want 
a general war at this time, but would welcome a revolt in Yugoslavia that would 
overthrow Tito and reestablish orthodox Communism. 

An interesting sidelight on the explosive situation in Yugoslavia is a report 

from Berlin that an anti-Russian wing of the German Communist party has sent 
a message of encouragement to Tito. This is surprising in view of the fact that an 
open movement of this character in the Soviet zone would be ruthlessly suppressed 
by Russian troops, but it may be possible that there is a relatively small underground 
organization that could prove troublesome. 
- The new government of West Germany is preparing to organize with Konrad 
Adenauer, longtime mayor of Cologne, leader of the Christian Democrats, as chan- 
cellor. The new regime will be rather conservative in character, with parties of the 
right and independents participating. The prospective new chancellor ruled out 
socialism as a national policy, so the Social Democrats, who advocate national 
ownership of heavy industry, will become the principal opposition party. 

The economic difficulties of England are becoming so increasingly serious as to 
threaten the recovery of Western Europe. A British delegation, headed by Foreign 
Minister Ernest Bevin, is coming to the United States next week to discuss the 
situation with American government officials. The rapid depletion of British reserves, 
due to the failure to match imports with exports, has occasioned alarm on both sides 
of the Atlantic. There appears to be no easy solution. Britain will probably ask the 
United States to raise the world price of gold, creating a more lucrative market for 
the output of British mines in South Africa. Another suggestion may be that this 
country, underwrite the stability of the British pound. The Labor government of 
England is reluctant to devalue the pound, but this may become necessary, with a 
resultant revaluation of other European currencies in terms of the dollar. Unless 
some solution to the economic situation is found a general election may be held in 
England late this Fall, rather than next year as previously scheduled. 

By prompt and vigorous action the government of Finland has suppressed a 
general strike called by the Communists in an apparent abortive attempt to over- 
throw the government. With the cooperation of most of the unions the Red uprising 
was crushed with a minimum of casualties. Similarly in Chile the Communists in- 
spired riots which cost several lives. The pretext was a protest against a slight in- 
crease in bus fares. 

The nationalist forces in China this week had their troubles not only from the 
advancing Communist forces, but also from within their own ranks. Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek flew to Chungking in an apparent effort to prevent secret negotia- 
tions between the war lords of Szechwan and the Communists. Rumors of private 
peace parleys, which could practically, assure the Red conquest of all China, have 
shaken the nationalist regime. Red fofces are reported to be massing in Kiangsi 
province, 170 miles northeast of Canton, preparing to advance on the city. The na- 
tionalists have announced a counteroffensive, and are claiming local successes. 

The deposit with the State Department this week of the notice of the French 
ratification of the North Atlantic Security Treaty completes the formalities neces- 
sary to bring the pact into force and a proclamation by President Truman announces 
our entry for the first time in our history into a permanent defensive military alliance 
with foreign countries. All twelve participants have now ratified the document. 

The United States Senate will probably be ready next week to implement the 
treaty through the consideration of the bill to provide military aid to Atlantic Pact 
countries and a few other friendly foreign nations. The measure as it passed the 
House was reduced $580 million below the amount requested by the President, but 
it is expected that the Senate will restore at least part of that amount. 

Senator William F. Knowland, (R-Calif.), who has been leading a fight to include 
military assistance to China in the pending bill, plans to leave soon for Japan to 
discuss the Chinese situation with General of the Army Douglas MacArthur. The 
general declined an invitation from the Senate Foreign Relations and Armed Serv- 
ices Committees to return to Washington to give the Congress his views on this 
subject. Another official visitor to General MacArthur’s headquarters is Under Secre- 
tary of the Army Tracy Voorhees, who left by air for the Orient this week im- 
mediately after assuming his new post. 
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Corps of Engineers—Col. Howard V. Canan, Nashville District Engineer, is be- 
ing transferred to duty at the Headquarters, Second Army, Fort George G. Meade, 
Md., it was announced this week by Maj. Gen. Lewis A. Pick, Chief of Engineers. 
He will assume his new duties about 1 Sept. 





Air University—Maj. Geii. John DeF. Barker has been appointed deputy coni- 
manding general, Air University, Maxwell AFB, according to an announcement by 
General George C. Kenney, commanding general. General Barker has been deputy 
director of the Special Joint Planning Group in Washington since July, 1948. He 
served at Maxwell from 1931 to 1934 as secretary of the old Air Corps Tactical School. 
As deputy commanding general of Air University, he fills a newly created post. 
Previously, Air University has had deputy commanders for administration and edu- 
cation. Under the new organizational set-up, there are directors of administration 
and education, under General Barker. They are: Col. R. Loyal Easton, who has 
headed Air University’s administrative staff since March, 1949, and Col. Dudley D. 
Hale, formerly chief of staff, education. Until his recent transfer to Washington as 
chief, War Plans Division, Deputy Chief of Staff, Operations, Col. Delmar T. Spivey 
was deputy commander for education, then director of education.

Hambone Is a Failure—Despite the fact that “it” recently failed them, stubborn 
enthusiasts of the 4th Field Artillery at Camp Carson, Colo., are continuing to laud 
the remarkable feats of Hambone, the Army’s famous jumping mule. They insist 
that all would have been well had Hambone been allowed to jump indoors. After all, 
argue men of the 4th, who ever heard of an Army mule strutting his stuff in an 
artificial arena? Besides, Hambone’s loyal friends are not the kind of soldiers who 
would send such a marvelous mule packing just because it turned prima donna and 
was upset by electric lights and hand-clapping. 

Heretofore, Hambone consistently has won or placed high in Western jumping 
competitions with high-priced horses. During the war years, the cost of an average 
Army pack and riding mule was $198.52. Draft mules cost $207.69 during World War 
II. Prior to Pearl Harbor inflation, the average cost per mule was only $175. 

Apparently the postwar mule market is off, for the cost per mule for the latest 
Army purchase was $154.07. At Camp Carson, Hambone today enjoys the company 
of the majority of the 300 mules now in Army service. But perhaps, there is the 
lonesome feeling for wartime compatriots, for in January, 1945, when mule induc- 
tions were at a wartime high, there were 28,470 on duty, of which 489 were draft 
mules. Only 25 draft mules are in the Army at the present time. 

But of all the mules—present or past—few have gained the unique notoriety 
of Hambone, who always performs wonderfully outdoors, but who found the going 
tough recently at the Denver Equestrian Show. Then, M. Sgt. John C. McKinney, a high 
riding mulesman, was forced to take his celebrated ribbon-winner indoors. There, 
bewildered by the bright lights, shadows and unfamiliar applause, Hambone was a 
failure. True enough, he did make the jumps, but twice his mulish posterior knocked) 
over the hurdles. Hambone won no new honors. 

The act that Hambone was rattled by the indoor noise suprised many Army 
mule experts, for they emphasize that one of the special battle qualities of the mule 
is its lack of concern for noises. Doubtless, Hambone would not have become excited 
at all if someone had shot off a high decibel-rated cannon close by. Because the ap- 
plause of the crowd was apparently such a relatively minor disturbance, Hambone 
was upset. 

But Hambone certainly will make a comeback and again outjump the fancy 
horse competition. It’s just that he likes the outdoors. After all, Hambone is prob- 
ably the only animal in the world who ever had his picture taken while jumping 
over Pike’s Peak—and that, by any standard, is quite a leap, indeed. 


Navy Supply Corps—Twenty-four Naval supply activities were represented at 
4 recent mechanized procedures conference held at Endicott, N. Y. The Army, Marine 
Corps and Munitions Board were represented by observers. Capt. R. J. Arnold, As- 
Sistant Chief of BuSandA, opened the conference which had as its purpose the ex- 
amination of mechanized stock control procedures with a view to recommending 
changes which would enhance the efficiency of the Navy Supply System; and to bring 
together a representative group of key stock pérsonned in the Navy Supply System 
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to discuss common problems. 

In a special ceremony held recently at the Naval Supply Depot, Mechanicsburg, 
Rear Adm. Roscoe E. Schuirmann, Commandant of the Fourth Naval District, pre- 
sented the Secretary of the Navy’s Award for Achievement in Safety to Rear Adm. 
J. Ball, Supply Officer in Command. The award was made in recognition of the out- 
standing accident prevention record achieved at the Depot during 1948. 


Switch in Planning—Release by Secretary of Defense Louis Johnson this week 
of a list of Service installations to be inactivated shows that some change# in plan- 
ning have been made subsequent to the introduction in Congress of the Department 
of Defense’s public works and construction bill. It is noted, for example, that whereas 
$2,244,000 was asked for housing at Smoky Hill AFB, Salina, Kans., that base is now 
one of the Air Force bases to be inactivated. The Department of Defense also asked 
for $346,500 for similar family housing at the Navy’s Chincoteague, Va., Naval Aux- 
iliary Station, but that facility is also to be inactivated. The construction bill, which 
is now before the Senate, asks $528,000 for family quarters at Ft. Jackson, S. C., one 








of the Army installations to be inactivated. ) 
Apparently, the decision to close these specific sites was not determined until 
quite recently, since money is sought for family housing at each installation in legis- 


lation still under consideration.

Repudiates Vaughan Support 

Efforts of the Executive Director of 
the Reserve Officers Association to se- 
cure favorable publicity for Maj. Gen. 
Harry H. Vaughan, AUS, were repudiated 
this week by Comdr. John P. Bracken, US- 
NR, Washington, D. C., attorney, and Na- 
tional President of the ROA. 

General Vaughan has long been a strong 
advocate of the Reserve components and 
some time ago wrote an article for the 
ROA official magazine urging “unifica- 
tion” of the National Guard with the Re- 
serves. This latter project subsequently 
was adopted as a recommendation by the 
Gray Board, but has never been approved 
by the Department. 

Commander Bracken’s statement, re- 
leased 22 Aug., was as follows: 

“John Bracken, President of the Re- 
serve Officers Association of the United 
States, officially denied today that his As- 
sociation was spearheading a drive to seek 
favorable publicity for Maj. Gen. Harry 
H. Vaughan. 4 

“The denial followed the publication of 
a story that Brig. Gen. E. A. Evans, the 
Association’s paid Executive Director, had 
addressed personal communications on 
the Association’s stationery to a number 
of officers throughout the country solic- 
iting favorable comments on Vaughan. In 
response to inquiries Evans had stated 
that the purpose of writing the letters 
was to use the responses public-relations 
wise in the future and that ‘we might be 
able to help out in this situation so far as 
Harry Vaughan is concerned.’ Bracken, 
labeling the action by Evans as ‘most in- 
discreet,’ indicated that the latter was 
acting beyond his authority as Executive 
Director of the Association. 

“ “General Vaughan has been of great 
help in furthering the Reserve program 
of the Reserve Officers Association and 
we are most grateful to him,’ said 
Bracken. ‘A public relations campaign in 
his support or in support of any other 
public figure under investigation whose 
questioned activities are in fields other 
than those which are within the limited 
prevince of this Association would be of 
doubtful help to that official and an im- 
pertinence to the Senate Investigating 
Committee.’ ”

ACTION ON LEGISLATION 

H.R. 6008. Supplemental Appropriation 
Bill. Passed amended, by House.

Gen. Feldman Testifies 


The House Armed Services Committee 
this week heard testimony from Maj. 
Gen. Herman Feldman, Who is under 
temporary suspension as The Quarter- 
master General. 

Citing his record of 38 years’ service, 
“during which I have progressed through 
every rank from private to major general 
and Quartermaster General,” General 
Feldman insisted “that at no time during 
my service have I acted except in further- 
ance of the interests of the U. S. Army 
and the United States of America. 

“At no time,” he continued, “have I 
abused my position or misused the in- 
fluence of my office; at no time have I 
sought advantage or gain for myself or 
for any other person. Whatever my ac- 
tions have been throughout my entire 
career, whatever my decisions, I say to 
you directly, that Iam prepared to justify 
every action I have taken and every de- 
cision I have made; and I welcome this 
inquiry and any other inquiry which your 
committee or any other agency may care 
to make of my Quartermaster activities.” 

Testimony before the Committee has 
indicated that General Feldman had com- 
municated with Mr. James V. Hunt, a 
former Quartermaster Corps officer, who 
is the central figure in the investigation. 

General Feldman emphasized that a 
copy of the proposed clothing and equi- 
page expenditure program for fiscal year 
1948, which he gave to Mr. Hunt on 23 
July 1947, contained information which 
had beén introduced in Congressional 
hearings and which had been published 
previously. 

General Feldman said he had no knowl- 
edge of Mr. Hunt’s position as “a so-called 
five-percenter.” He explained that Mr. 
Hunt, who identified himself as a “man- 
agement counselor,” frequently requested 
that names of firms be added to bid 
invitation lists. 

Introduced into the record were letters 
which Congressmen said showed that 
General Feldman had recommended the 
services of Mr. Hunt to a manufacturer. 

In concluding his prepared statement, 
General Feldman declared: “The record 
of the Quartermaster Corps is an envi- 
able one—from any point of view—and 
I earnestly ask this committee to con- 
sider these matters in complete perspec- 
tive, for I am confident that you will find 
no action of mine which in any way de- 
tracts from that record, or in any manner 
militates against my pride in my own pro- 
fessional record.” 

General Feldman was suspended tempo- 
rarily as Quartermaster General on 16 
July by Secretary of the Army Gray. At 
the same time, Maj. Gen. Alden Waitt, 
Chief of the Chemical Corps, was also 
suspended temporarily. General Waitt 
testified before the Committee last week.

Cut Armed Services’ 
(Continiied from First Page) 
Further Cuts Possible 
Whether there will be even further re- 
ductions in the strength of the Armed 
Forces as new economy moves are com- 
pleted was not indicated this week. How- 
ever, there was no doubt that in the next 
fiscal year the Services would lose at 

least 12,073 officers. 

Secretary Johnson’s announcement re- 
ported that it is not contemplated to fill 
civilian positions with military personnel. 
He added that a study is being made of 
Service and support type units in the 
Armed Forces with a view to reducing 
military personnel in such organizations. 

Following Secretary Johnson’s disclo- 
sure that thousands of non-Regular offi- 
cers would be released from active duty, 
the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL undertook to 
obtain details concerning separation pro- 
cedures from ranking officials of the 
Army, Navy and Air Force. Here is a re- 
port concerning officer reduction plans 
for each Service. 





ARMY TO LOSE 5,787 











Army officials report that the reductions 
will affect officers of all grades, but it is 
believed that largest losses will be in the 
grades of major, lieutenant colonel and 
colonel. Broad authority will be given to 
major commanders in the United States 
and overseas to separate approximately 
1250 non-Regular officers by 31 Dec. 

Since the Army hopes to be able to give 
each officer at least three months’ notice 
before his release from active duty, it 
may be expected that officers included in 
this initial reduction list will be notified 
by 1 Oct. 

Each commander will be given a quota 
of officers to be separated. The procedure 
to be used in this first separation largely 
will be left up to the commanders. It is 
believed, however, that it will be rela- 
tively easy for these commanders to fill 
the small quotas with officers whose serv- 
ices are not essential in the light of the 
stringent new economies. 


2,400 Attrition Loss 


Army personnel experts estimate that 
of the 5,787 officers to be separated by 1 
April 1950, some 2,400 will be lost by nor- 
mal attrition due to deaths, resignations 
and retirements. This still means, how- 
ever, that beyond the 2,400 to leave by at- 
trition and the 1,250 to be separated as 
described above, another 2,137 officers 
must be released from active duty. 

Officers in this latter group will be rec- 
ommended for separation to the Depart- 
ment of the Army by major commanders 
in the United States and abroad. How- 
ever, their recommendations will not be 
final. A top-level board of general officers 
will review the reports from the field 
“with a fine-toothed comb” and will study 
the records of all officers concerned with- 
out regard to specific quotas. Thus, these 
officers will not be selected for separation 
ultimately on a command basis, but 
rather on a world-wide competitive basis. 
In this way, Army officials explain, there 
will be the additional guarantee that offi- 
cers with special ability will not be lost 
to the Army. 

It was emphasized that all reductions 
will be made “in the most equitable man- 
ner possible.” 

Change in Plans 

The Army is being forced to make such 
a serious reduction because of the obvious 
changes in planning military strength. 
Whereas, the Army was told a year ago 
to make plans for a strength of 850,000, 
the 1950 budget as submitted by the Presi- 
dent called for only 677,000 officers and 
enlisted personnel. It is reported that 
about 4,000 officers were brought on active 
duty especially to meet the anticipated 
needs for an 850,000-man Army. 

For some months now, the Army has 
been over in its officer strength, but by 
minor budgetary adjustments, it has been 
Possible to retain men who came on ex- 
tended active duty when the Army ap- 
Pealed for additional officers. As has been 
explained to Congress, the Army has 
Striven to “keep faith” with these officers 
who answered the call, 

Now, however, because of the new econ- 
omy order, some of these officers doubtless 
Will be separated. 

Category Statements 
With regard to the problem of category 


statements, it was said that only an in- 
significant number are due to expire in 
the period when the separations ordered 
by Secretary Johnson are to be effected. 
The majority of. category statements do 
not terminate until 1951. 

Presumably, the decision as to whether 
officers will be permitted to extend their 
category statements will be delayed until 
that particular issue becomes more rele- 
vant. 

Army Officer Strength 

An analysis of recent officer strength 
statistics in comparison with proposed 
budget figures, as revealed in recent Con- 
gressional testimony, shows that the 5,787 
separations will be made from among ap- 
proximately 46,000 officers. This means 
that roughly one out of every eight non- 
Regular officers not in the Medical De- 
partment, Judge Advocate General’s 
Corps or Chaplains Corps, will be sepa- 
rated. 

Here is the explanation of that ratio: 
The Army entered fiscal year 1950 with 
a total of 73,460 officers, which compares 
with a proposed 1950 budgét strength of 
72,325 officers. Of the officers on duty on 
30 June, there were 51,536 non-Regulars. 
Overall Regular and Reserve strength by 
ranks was as follows: Generals, 348; Colo- 
nels, 3100; Lieutenant Colonels, 8362; Ma- 
jors, 11,349; Captains, 21,564; First Lieu- 
tenants, 22,704, and Second Lieutenants, 
6033. By comparison, the President’s 
budget seeks funds for 355 Generals; 3352 
Colonels; 8260 Lieutenant Colonels; 11,080 
Majors; 21,950 Captains; 22,588 First Lieu- 
tenants, and 4740 Second Lieutenants. 

Of the 51,536 non-Regular officers on ac- 
tive duty at the beginning of the current 
fiscal year, there were 12 Generals, 229 
Colonels, 2,526 Lieutenant Colonels, 6,371 
Majors, 17,181 Captains, 20,095 First Lieu- 
tenants, and 5,122 Second Lieutenants. 


Officers Not Affected 


Not affected by the 5787 reduction, how- 
ever, are officers of the Medical Depart- 
ment, JAGC and Chaplains Corps. There 
are a total of about 9,000 officers in these 
three non-Army promotion list groups. 
About 4,000 are Regulars. This means that 
of the total number of Reserve officers on 
active duty 30 June—51,536—about 5,000 
are exempt from consideration for sepa- 
ration because of the shortages of doc- 
tors, dentists, nurses, veterinarians, law- 
yers and chaplains. As a result, the sepa- 
rations will be made from a group of 
approximately 46,000 non-Regular officers. 

Warrant Officers 


There will be no reduction in the num- 
ber of warrant officers. In fact, there is 
apt to be an increase, since there will be 
some Reserve officers who will pick up 
their letters of selection as warrant offi- 
cers. This will provide no problem, for 
the Army has vacancies for hundreds of 
warrant officers. Funds are sought for 
2,800 chief warrant officers and 4,200 war- 
rant officers in the 1950 budget. As of 30 
June, there were 1,726 chief warrant offi- 
cers and 2,086 warrant officers on active 
duty—a total of 3,812, compared with the 
7,000 asked for in the budget. 

Army officials were asked whether Re- 
serve officers who hold letters of selec- 
tion as warrant officers will be forced to 
be separated from extended active duty 
in order to begin service as warrant offi- 
cers. It was said that no such order is 
contemplated at the present time. These 
Reserve officers will be considered just 
the same as all others. If the Army finds 
need for their services as officer, the likeli- 
hood is, at least for the present, that they 
will be permitted to continue extended ac- 
tive duty service. 

Age in Grade 

There are no plans to publish any new 
orders concerning age in grade. It was 
explained that the separation of officers 
who reach maximum ages for particular 
grades is a normal personnel procedure, 
whereas the reduction of 5,787 officers is 
of special character. 

Temporary Promotions 

What effect the reduction order will 
have on temporary promotions in the fu- 
ture cannot be ascertained at the present 
time, Probably, no temporary promotions 
will be considered until the separaiton 
processing is completed. But when this 
task is finished, the Army will be on a new 
officer strength basis. Then, probably ad- 
ditional vacancies will result from vari- 
ous types of attrition. At such a time, it 
may become possible to renew temporary 





promotions. 





Integration Program 

The Army has no intention at the pres- 
ent time to modify the regular integra- 
tion program for second lieutenants, nor 
will the officer reduction result in any 
immediate changes in the Officer Candi- 
date School program. It was explained 
that the continual flow of second lieuten- 
ants into the Army is essential and that 
vacancies will continue to be made for 
men of high caliber desiring to make a 
career of military service. Therefore, the 
Army will continue to commission approx- 
imately 1800 competitive tour officers 
each year into the Regular Army. 





AIR FORCE CUT 38,129 











Air Force plans to separate 3129 officers 
“as soon as possible” are not greatly dif- 
ferent from the Army procedure, except 
for the major factor that only rated non- 
Regulars are to be released. Normally, 
the Air Force will give 60 days’ notice 
to officers. 

The separation program will be initi- 
ated with the release of quotas to major 
Air Force commands in the United States 
and overseas. These quotas, as in the 
Army, will be based on the relative non- 
Regular strength of the commands. How- 
ever, in no case will the Air Force com- 
manders have the final word concerning 
separations, as will be the case for the 
initial 1250 officer Army reduction. 

Following screening in the field, names 
of officers recommended for separation 
will be forwarded to USAF Headquarters. 
There, a board of 15 officers, with both 
Regular and Reserve membership, will be 
convened to review the command findings 
and make final recommendations. Quotas 
given to the commands will be large 
enough to permit a certain amount of se- 
lectivity in the review by the Headquar- 
ters board. 

Only rated Reserve officers may be rec- 
ommended for release. Air Force officials 
say, however, that rated non-Regular per- 
sonnel recommended for relief may be re- 
tained on a non-flying status, subject to 
the voluntary request of the individual 
and his utility as a non-flying officer in 
his respective command. 

Broad Policies Defined 


The broad policy rulings outlined in the 
Air Force Letter implementing the pro- 
gram, specify that in nominating officers 
for relief: 

a. The relief be effected without preju- 
dice to the individuals concerned and with 
no stigma attached to their separation. 

b. Equal consideration be given to all 
eligible officers without regard for cur- 
rent temporary grade held or length of 
time served in present duty assignment. 

c. Establishment and evaluation of se- 
lection criteria insure that reductions be 
effected on a fair and equitable basis with 
due consideration to the best interests 
of the service and the individuals con- 
cerned. 

d. Special scrutiny be given rated offi- 
cers who are over-age in grade who may 
only be retained on the basis of present 
and future requirements for individuals 
of their qualifications. Maximum age for 
each grade is prescribed as: First Lieu- 
tenant 32, Captain 39, Major 46, Lieuten- 
ant Colonel 53, and Colonel 55. 

e. The fact that an officer may be ap- 
proaching eligibility for voluntary retire- 
ment should be given due regard but he 
will not be allowed to remain on active 
duty solely for the purpose of completing 
retirement eligibility requirements. 

f. Officers on their initial tour of active 
duty with less than three years of active 
Federal commissioned service will not 
normally be selected for relief. 

AF Temporary Promotions 


Air Force officials said the reduction 
will have no immediate effect on tem- 
porary promotions. All temporary pro- 
motions planned for the 1949 calendar 
year have been made. Whether any ad- 
ditional temporary promotions will be 
made before the end of the current fis- 
cal year is not certain at the present time. 
Presumably, if vacancies should develop 
after the reduction is completed, some 
officers may receive temporary advance- 
ments. 

With regard to the possibility that some 
officers with temporary rank higher than 
that of their permanent status might suf- 
fer reduction in rank as a result of the 
economy order, the ARMy AND Navy Jour- 
NAL was told that no such action is con- 
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templated. It was said that there are no 
plans to reduce temporary ranks because

NAVY OFFICER LOSS 











A three-day conference, to be attended 
by top officers of all Naval commands, 
has been called to discuss methods by 
which the reductions are to be effected. 

Headed by Admiral Louis E. Denfeld, 
Chief of Naval Operations, the conference 
members will include Admiral Thomas 
C. Kinkaid, Commander of the Eastern 
Sea Frontier; Vice Adm. George D. Mur- 
ray, Commander of the Western Sea 
Frontier; Gen. Clifton B. Cates, Marine 
Corps Commandant; Vice Admirals John 
D. Price, William M. Fechteler, Robert 
B. Carney, Arthur D. Struble and Calvin 
T. Durgin, as well as commandants of all 
Naval Districts and River Commands, and 
chiefs of bureaus. Naval aviation will be 
represened by Vice Admiral John W. 
Reeves, jr., Chief of Naval Air Training, 
and the chiefs of Naval Air-Reserve 
Training, Basic Training, Advanced 
Training and Technical Training. 

The conference will be held in Washing- 
ton during the period 7-10 Sept., and will 
comprise the largest group of top Navy 
commanders to gather there in at least 
two years. 

Navy Separation Procedures 

Although Navy officials were reluctant 
to divulge their plans for reductions in 
force, it was learned that all categories 
of Reserve and temporary officers, with 
the exception of doctors and dentists, will 
be affected. Naval aviators will be in- 
volved in the cut-back, the Department 
said, although no specific numbers have 
yet been determined. 

At present the Navy has 46,657 officers 
on active duty. Of this number, 6,676 are 
Reserves, and 2,569 are temporary officers 
with permanent rank of WO or CWO. 
Both of the latter categories are expected 
to bear the brunt of the reductions. The 
USN Temporary Board, now in session, 
will probably be called upon to determine 
which temporary officers are to be re- 
verted to their permanent rank. No Board 
will be established for Reserve officers, 
the Navy said. 

Marine Corps 

Of the more than three thousand offi- 
cers to be trimmed from the Navy under 
the reduction program, no number has 
as yet been assigned to the Marine 
Corps. It was learned at Marine Corps 
Headquarters, however, that the reduc- 
tions will not affect the Marine Reserves 
now on continuous active duty. The cut- 
back will, however, affect both air and 
ground members of the Regular force, 
Marine officials said. 

As of last week, the Marine Corps had 
6,982 Regular officers and 192 Reserves 
on continuous active duty. It is to be 
presumed that a large part of the Marine 
Corps’ quota, when assigned, will be met 
through normal attrition, and that the 
remaining numbers will be handled 
through reductions of temporary officers. 

The Marine Corps also revealed that it 
plans to deactivate certain operating 
units, and to decrease its allocations to 
security forces, and the supporting estab- 
lishment. Training, too, will be decreased 
under the savings program. 





INACTIVATION OF INSTALLATIONS 











In addition to the officers who will be 
separated, thousands of other officers and 
enlisted personnel of all Services will be 
confronted with major readjustments re- 
sulting from the inactivation of installa- 
tions.

Not “One Iota” of Proof 

Just prior to its adjournment 25 
Aug., the House Armed Services Com- 
mittee unanimously approved the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“There has not been, in the judgment 
of the committee, one iota, not one scin- 
tilla, of evidence offered thus far in these 
hearings that would support charges or 
insinuations that collusion, fraud, corrup- 
tion, influence, or favorites played any 
part whatsoever in the procurement of the 
B-36 bomber. 

“There has been very substantial and 
very compelling evidence that the Air 
Force has selected this bomber and pro- 
cured this bomber solely on grounds that 
this is the best aircraft for its purpose 
available to this nation today. 

“‘As of this time, I feel that the nation 
should know that the Secretary of the Air 
Force, Mr. Symington, the military lead- 
ers of the Air Force, and the Secretary of 
Defense have come through this inquiry 
without the slightest blemish—that these 
men continue to merit the complete confi- 
dence of the American people in their 
past actions and in the future.” 

The Committee will resume sessions 
5 Oct. at which time it will delve into 
the origins and sources of the anony- 
mous charges against the B-36 pro- 
gram. 














coming down here this morning. This may 
be one of the first times in Government that 
we have asked you to come here to the Pen- 
tagon. I hope none of you got lost. 

“Our problem's been this. First, I'd like 
to say I hate to fire anyone. I’m sorry that 
circumstances make it necessary. What we 
have here for you this morning is a part of 
the program, and only a part. It’s a part that 
has been worked out by the three Depart- 
ments over a period of several months, after 
study and after impartial review. The recom- 
mendations have come up from the three De- 
partments after such study and impartial re- 
view, extending over several weeks. 

“There were suggestions, ladies and gen- 
tlemen, that this announcement should be 
held until Congress adjourned or that this 
should be held for a few weeks. The recom- 
mendations were ready at noon yesterday. 
The wires or messages were gotten to you as 
soon as possible after they were ready. Each 
day’s delay in putting this into effect, I am 
told, costs us out of our budget each day a 
minimum of a million dollars. Therefore, my 
conscience would not permit me to delay be- 
yond the time this job could physically be 
done; hence, our invitation to you. 

“The next thing I want to say is that the 
actions you have before you are the actions 
of the civilians in the Defense Department, 
not the actions of the military. The military, 
the generals and the admirals, are the vic- 
tims, if such you want to say, of this action 
by the civilians. 

‘‘We have confronting us, not perfectionism 
of defense. We seek, in a balanced team, a 
sufficiency of defense. This program is one of 
the steps toward that end. The civilian heads 
of the Military Establishment feel that suffi- 
ciency of defense is one element and that the 
uther element of equal importance is the op- 
eration of this sufficiency of defense within 
the economy of the United States itself. 

“The Russian approach over the months 
has been that we were going to have a blow- 
up in our economy, that things would ‘go 
to pot.’ e 

“Stressing again that there are the two ele- 
ments, the military sufficiency and a vigorous 
American economy, the civilians of the De- 
partment are firmly of the conviction that in 
maintaining that sufficiency of defense, we 
must bring it within the economy of the 
United States. This is a step toward that end. 

‘“‘What you have shows a reduction of ap- 
proximately 135,000 civilians over the period 
of the next four months. There are some in- 
stallations closed. There are others due to be 
closed. 

“This work is not the result of the Mc- 
Narney Management Committee. This is the 
point from which the McNarney group steps 
off in doing their work of eliminating dupli- 
cation, of cutting out all waste and extrava- 
gance and abolishing all unnecessary jobs 
and in coordinating the business functions of 
the Department. 

“I think I can summarize it by saying so 
far as civilian personnel is affected here, it’s 
because they are not necessary in the suffir 
ciency of the defense of the United States. 
I have said to both Committees that so long 
as I am Secretary of, Defense we want a 
dollar’s defense for each dollar you give us, 
and I personally will tolerate no WPA in the 
Administration of the Defense Department. 

‘“‘There can be no approach to a peaceful 
world unless there are the two things I re- 
ferred to—one is sufficiency of defense which 
we will not let be impaired, and, secondly, a 
vigorous economy with the defense fitting 
into that economy. That’s our continuing ap- 
proach. This is a step in that direction.”’

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B-36 Program Upheld 


The House Armed Services Committee 
this week voted full exoneration for Air 
Force and Department of Defense officials 
accused in a hitherto anonymous docu- 
ment of “irregularities”. in the B-36 
bomber program. 

The vote of confidence came this week 
after technical testimony of ranking 
civilian and military officials concerning 
the development and capabilities of the 
B-36 had been overshadowed by the dis- 
closure that a Navy civilian employee— 
a special assistant to Under Secretary 
Dan Kimball—was the author of the 
document concerning the bomber pro- 


am. 

Authoritative reports of Secretary of 
Defense Johnson, General Omar N. Brad- 
ley, chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff; General Carl Spaatz, USAF-Ret., 
former AF Chief of Staff, and other ex- 
perts was obscured by the dramatic ad- 
mission to the House Armed Services 
Committee by Mr. Cedric R. Worth that 
he had written the derogatory statement 
concerning B-36 procurement. 

As the serious charges against Air 
Force and other Defense officials, includ- 
ing Secretary Johnson, continued to dis- 
integrate during the hearings this week, 
Secretary of the Air Force Symington 
sent Secretary Johnson the following 
memorandum: 

“The Air Force and I personally are 
deeply shocked by our reading of the 
testimony that was given today (Wednes- 
day) before the House Armed Services 
Committee. 

“My reason for sending you this memo- 
randum is to express to you, and through 
you to the Navy, the complete confidence 
that the Air Force has in the character 
and integrity of not only Secretary 
Matthews but also Under Secretary Kim- 
ball, Admiral Denfeld, the Chief of Naval 
Operations, and all those other fine offi- 
cers of the Navy who have done and 
are doing so much to protect the security 
of the United States.” 

Obviously delighted at Secretary Sym- 
ington’s memorandum, Secretary Johnson 
appended this note for Secretary of the 
Navy Francis Matthews: “I think this 
grand—and in right spirit. Please show 
SecAir’s letter to Dan Kimball—telling 
him I share Stu’s confidence—complete 
confidence in him.” 

Immediately after Mr. Worth has been 
called to the stand by Committee Chair- 
man Carl Vinson (D-Ga.), and had ad- 
mitted authorship of the letter, which 
contained confidential performance data, 
Secretary Matthews ordered Mr. Worth’s 
suspension. 

Said the Navy Secretary: “It has just 
been brought to my attention that Mr. 
Cedric Worth, who has been employed 
as a Civilian special assistant in the Navy 
Department since Nov. 21, 1946, this morn- 
ing testified under oath before the Armed 
Services Committee of the House of Rep- 
resentatives that he is the writer of the 
anonymous document recently introduced 
in evidence during the B-36 hearing now 
in progress before that committee. 

“In view of this disclosure, Mr. Worth 
has been suspended from his present 
civilian employment pending further 
investigation.” 

Subsequently, the Secretary of the 
Navy appointed a Court of Inquiry to de- 
termine whether other naval personnel 
were involved. Admiral Thomas C. Kin- 
kaid, commander of the Eastern Sea 
Frontier, heads the court. Its other mem- 
bers are Vice Adm.: Donald B. Beary, 
president of the Naval War College at 
Newport, R. I.; Rear Adm. Glenn B. Davis, 
head of the Potomac River Naval Com- 
mand; Capt. Sanford D. B. Wood, head 
of the military law section in the office 
of the Navy Judge Advocate General, and 
Lt. Malcolm J. Bradbury. 

Mr. Worth, who served in the Marines 
and-Army during World War I, and who 
was a Navy commander during World 
War II, elicited another sharp statement 
from another ranking official, Under 
Secretary Kimball, in response to Mr. 
Worth’s statement to the committee that 
he had told the Navy’s second ranking 
civilian officer that he nad written the 
document. 

Commented Under Secretary Kimball: 
“Mr. Worth did not tell me he was the 
author of the anonymous document three 
or four days ago, or at any other time.” 
Simultaneously, Mr. Kimball demanded to 
be heard by the Committee. 





Mr. Kimball appeared as a witness at 
the hearings the next day—Thursday- 
and testified that Mr. Worth had said 
only that his name (Mr. Worth’s) had 
been brought up in connection with the 
document. “I told him,” said Under Sec- 
retary Kimball, “if his name was men- 
tioned, undoubtedly he would be called 
before the committee and asked what he 
knew.” Busy with other matters at the 
time, Mr. Kimbail said, “it didn’t occur 
to me he would write it.” 

Although Air Force Secretary Syming- 
ton had testified last week that he knew 
the author of the document, it was re- 
vealed in testimony by Under Secretary 
Kimball that the Office of Naval Intelli- 
gence reported it “couldn’t find out 
anything.” 

The hearings were also punctuated by 
sharp exchanges between Rep. James Var. 
Zandt (R-Pa.), a Naval Reserve captain. 
to whom Mr. Worth said he had give 
a copy of the document, and Chairman 
Vinson. At one point in the proceedings 
Representative Van Zandt called for ad- 
journment of the committee session, but 
he was rebuffed by Chairman Vinson. 

Among other names which featured the 
testimony was that of aircraft manufac- 
turer Glenn L. Martin, declared by Mr. 
Worth to be another recipient of the 
document which has caused such a 
furore. Mr. Worth said he conferred twice 
with Mr. Martin in the preparation of the 
document. 

Repeatedly, Mr. Worth testified, how- 
ever, that he did this work without the 
knowledge of his superiors in the Navy 
Department. He told the committee that 
on one of the occasions he visited Mr. 
Martin, he was accompanied by a Comar. 
Thomas Davies. 

Mr. Floyd Odlum, whose Atlas Corpo- 
ration controls the Consolidated-Vultee 
Aircraft Corporation, manufacturer of 
the B-36, was emphatic during his testi- 
mony in denying charges made by him in 
the document. Where Mr. Worth had said 
that Mr. Odlum provided $1,500,000 for 
the Democratia Party coffers, Mr. Odlum 
said his actual contribution was $5,000. 
The financier insisted that he had never 
enjoyed any special status with the Air 
Force. 

Meantime, though, the hearings had de- 
veloped the fact that Secretary of De- 
fense Johnson, all Air Force officials, and 
General Omar N. Bradley are strong in 
their support of the huge bomber. 

General Bradley, the Nation’s ranking 
active military officer, called the B-36 
“the best bomber available at this time 
for its purpose. We are not spending too 
much money on it. We need forward 
bases, home bases and long range bomb- 
ers to assure flexibility. However, we 
should not count on decisive results from 
strategic bombing alone,” General Brad- 
ley continued. “We cannot win without 
the combined action of all parts of the 
Armed Services.”

“The establishment of the truth or falsity 
of the rumors/ and innuendoes which have 
been circulated bp pamphlet, publicized by 
the press aid radio, and stated on the Floor 
of the House of Representatives is the heavy 
responsibility of this Committee.

Every Department, 
Agency and individual has been and will be 
available for free and complete testimony 
at your call.’’ . 

‘*Before I close, Mr. Chairman, I want you 
to know that I felt it my duty to present 
these facts to the Committee. As I have said, 
you have a heavy responsibility in searching 
for the truth. The charges, unsupported by 
any evidence, apparently flow from rumors 
that are the figment of some malicious imag- 
ination. The charges are entirely false. They 
would put in issue, however, my personal 
reputation and the reputations of other offi-

Brig. Gen. William D. Cleary 
Chaplain William D. Cleary (Brig. Gen. 
USA-Ret.), former Deputy Chief of Army 
Chaplains, died 6 Aug. at Walter Reed 
Hospital, Washington, D. C., after a long 
illness. Chaplain Cleary, 67, retired 30 
July 1946 after serving continuously

the Army since 1918. 

Chaplain Cleary, a priest of the Diocese 
of Brooklyn, N. Y., in the Roman Catholic 
church, had a long and distinguished career 
in the Army. He was named Deputy Chief of 
Army chaplains 10 July, 1945. Prior to his 
reporting to the Office, Chief of Chaplains in 
Washington, he had served as Commandant 
of the Chaplain School for three years. He 
was elevated to the Rank of Domestic Prelate 
in 1945. 

Born in Ireland in 1882, the former Deputy 
Chief of Chaplains was a graduate of St. 
Flannan’s College, Ireland, and was ordained 
to the priesthood in 1908 at the College des 
Irlandais, Paris. He was appointed an Army 
chaplain in 1918. 

Chaplain Cleary organized, established and 


placed into active operation the Chaplain 
School at Ft. Benjamin Harrison, Ind., in 
January, 1942. In August of that year he 


relocated the school at Harvard University, 
Cambridge, Mass. In August 1944, the Chap- 
lain School was moved to Ft. Devens, Mass., 
under his supervision. During Chaplain 
Cleary’s tenure as Commandant of the Chap- 
lain School 7,321 student chaplains were 
trained for duty in all parts of the world. 

In recognition of his contribution to the 
religious life of the nation, as Commandant 
of the Chaplain School, the National Confer- 
ence of Christians and Jews presented a 
Citation to Chaplain Cleary in November 
1943, for his ‘‘service of rare and enduring 
work not only to the succesful prosecution 
of the war but to the advancement of the 
values with which citizens of every religion 
are concerned.’’ The Army recognized his 
achievements by awarding him the Legion 
of Merit for his work at the Chaplain School, 
later adding an Oak Leaf Cluster. 

Deputy Chief of Army Chaplains (Brig. 
Gen.) Rt. Rev. Monsignor James H. O'Neill, 
spoke at the funeral services held 11 Aug. at 
Queen of the Most Holy Rosary Church, 
Bridgehampton, L. I. Interment was at 
Southampton, L. I.

Vultee Company. My reputation is my most 
valued possession. I could not stand by while 
suspicions were raised about it, no matter 
how unfounded the charges might be. The 
tendency to malign and defame—to assas- 
sinate the reputations of public officials—is, 
to me, much the same as a new, growing and 
dangerous cancer. More than my own per- 
sonal reputation, the integrity of the entire 
Department of Defense is brought into ques- 
tion. The American people are entitled to 
expect the utmost honesty and complete free- 
dom from politics in the conduct of our na- 
tional security. They are entitled to expect 
the utmost honesty in the conduct of the 
officials associated with the Department of 
Defense. And, in turn, the officials of the 
government are entitled to be free of vicious, 
unwarranted and unsupported rumors which 
unjustifiably bring into question their repu- 
tations. My respect for the Committee as a 
whole, and for members of Congress gen- 
erally, is so great that I have endeavored to 

remain calm under great provocation.”’

“I would like to outline briefly for you the 
nature and extent of the participarion of the 
Office of the Secretary of Defense and its 
Agencies—the Munitions Board, the Re- 
search and Development Board, and the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff—in the B-36 program. 

“The prime responsibility for the procure- 
ment of aircraft rests with the individual De- 
partments. Under normal circumstances, the 





Joint Chiefs of Staff participate initially in a 
general way in that they work out assign- 
ments of roles and missions, devise war 
plans, and state the major material require- 
ments in support thereof. The Munitions 
Board participates in a general way for the 
purpose of coordinating procurement policies 
and evaluating the feasibility of production 
of the required material, and the Research 
and Development Board participates for the 
purpose of coordination in the field of re- 
search and development. The normal partici- 
pation of the Office of the Secretary of De- 
fense has, in the past, been limited to an 
examination of budget justifications and re- 
quests to the Bureau of the Budget for ap- 
portionment of funds. 

“In connecticn with the recent contracts 
for the procurement of additional B-36 air- 
craft, however, greater participation than is 
customary took place in the Office of the Sec- 
retary of Defense and its Agencies, due to 
the fact that the funds used for this procure- 
ment were part of those appropriated by the 
Congress under Public Law 547 of the 80th 
Congress.”’ 

“I would now like to trace for you, spe- 
cifically, what was done in connection with 
the B-36'’s: As you have learned from other 
witnesses, the history of the B-36 extends 
back to 1941. The first production order was 
entered into by the Army in 1943. It was an 
order for 100 planes, later reduced to 95. This 
order was on the books at the time Mr. For- 
restal took office on 17 Sept. 1947, as the first 
Secretary of Defense. The first official action 
by the Air Force in connection with the B-36 
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in so far as the Office of the Secretary of 
Defense was concerned did not take place un- 
til 28 Jan. 1949, when the Air Force sent to 
Mr. Forrestal a request for the release of 
$172 million for the purchase of 39 additional 
B-36 aircraft. 

“‘Both the Secretary and the Chief of Staff 
of the Air Force stated in this request that 
a review of the current aircraft procurement 
program of the Air Force had resulted in the 
decision to increase the number of heavy stra- 
tegic bomb groups and eliminate a number of 
other planned groups. This decision was the 
result of the Air Force’s plans to come with- 
in the 48 group level imposed by the fiscal 
year 1950 budget. To achieve this, they 
planned to cancel contracts involving the B- 
49, the B-45, the F-93 and other aircraft, 
which would free $269 million in funds made 
available under Public Law 547, and they de- 
sired to apply $172 million of that amount 
to the purchase of 39 additional B-36’s.”’ 

General Spaatz 

“‘The main issue now appears to me to be 
the position of the intercontinental bomber 
and strategic bombing in our military plan- 
ning and I believe that decisions made with 
reference to B-36 procurement must be judged 
on that basis. 

“It is evident that Russia, with its mass 
armies and dominant position on the greatest 
land area in the world, could, if it desired,

Highest Average Income 

Economists who are optimistic about 
business conditions in the immediate 
future found encouragement this week 
in the Department of Commerce report 
showing that the average individual 
income in 1948 was the highest in the 
history of the United States. The per 
capita income was $1,410—seven per cent 
above that of 1947. 

The total dollar income for the coun- 
try in 1948 was $206 billion, nine per cent 
more than that of 1947. The individual 
average income showed a smaller per- 
centage gain because of the relatively 
large increase in population. 

It is pointed out that these figures show 
a general increase in wealth that should 
cushion any financial recession during the 
coming year. 

One menacing cloud on the economic 
horizon is the serious currency situation 
in England. Britain’s exports in July 
dropped to the lowest point of any month 
since last October. The value of exports 
in July was $566 million, as compared with 
$572 million in June and $605 million in 
May. Imports in July totaled $728 million, 
leaving an unfavorable trade balance of 
$162 million for that month. 

An effort will be made to find a solu- 
tion to England’s economic difficulties at 
a conference in Washington, beginning 7 
Sept. Participating in this discussion will 
be British and American officials and 
financial experts. It is recognized that the 
serious economic situation in England 
endangers the recovery of Western 
Europe. It is generally agreed that trade 
policies of Western European countries 
are so interrelated that currencies must 
be carefully managed and mutually con- 
trolled to prevent a collapse.

Largest Hopper Dredge 

The world’s largest seagoing hopper 
dredge, the Essayons, was launched 25 
Aug. at Sun Shipbuilding & Dry Dock 
Company yards in Chester, Pa. 

Mrs. Lewis A. Pick, wife of the Chief of 
Engineers, was the sponsor and Mrs. 
Craig Smyser, wife of Lieutenant Colonel 
Smyser, was matron of honor. 

The Essayons was designed by the Ma- 
rine Division in the Philadelphia Office 
of the Army Engineers under the direc- 
tion of Col. F. F. Frech, District Engineer. 
Mr. John G. Pew, President of Sun Ship- 
building & Dry Dock Company was host 
at the launching ceremonies. 

In size, the Essayons compares favor- 
ably with a commercial tanker or bulk 
cargo carrier. It is 525 feet long, 72 feet 
wide, with a hopper capacity of 8,000 
cubic yards. It was designed for operation 
in New York Harbor where it will be as- 
signed late this year. 

Its powerful turbo-electric power plant 
will develop 8,000 shaft horsepower and is 
equipped for automatic operation 
throughout. This power is adequate for 
propulsion while dredging at a 3 M.P.H. 
rate against a 5 M.P.H. current. The esti- 
mated speed, fully loaded, in shoal water 
is 15.5 M.P.H. 

Dredging is performed by two pumps 
located port and starboard in the pump 
room. These pumps are of the centrifugal 
side-suction dredge type having 36 in. 
diameter suction and 32 in. diameter dis- 
charge with a capacity of 63,450 gallons of 
water per minute at a speed of 180 revo- 
lutions per minute. Two 36 in. suction 
lines are suspended along the outside of 
the ship, one port and one starboard. The 
suction head or drag can be lowered to a 
depth of 62 feet at an angle of about 45 
degrees. 

Personnel responsible for the design 
and construction of the Essayons include 
R. L. Burke, Vice President and General 
Manager of Sun Shipbuilding & Dry Dock 
Company; M. F. Ballance, Resident Engi- 
neer for the Army Engineers; and W. H. 
Roberts, Chief of the Marine Division of 
the Philadelphia Office of the Army En- 
gineers.

New Tanker Has Sea Trials 


The Esso Stockholm, a 26,800 tons dead- 
weight capacity super-tanker of the 
“Esso” fleet whose official sea trials start 
ed 23 Aug. from Newport News, Va. The 
Esso Stockholm is the fourth of the new 
super-tankers built by the Newport News 
Shipbuilding and Dry Dock Company, all 
of which are equipped with Babcock & 
Wilcox marine boilers. Its sister ships aré 
the Esso Suez, Esso Montevideo and Esso 
Cristobal. 

The Esso Stockholm, like its sister ships, 
has an overall length of 628 feet with 4 
beam of 82 and a half feet and a speed of 
over 16 knots. Its cargo oil tank capacity 
is 230,000 barrels. 

Each tanker is equipped with two B & 
W two-drum, marine type, water tube 
boilers, each capable of generating 50,00 
lbs. of steam per hour when operating @! 
a superheater outlet pressure of 850 PS! 
and a total steam temperature of 850F 
at the normal rate. The boilers, construct 
ed at the Baberton (Ohio) plant of The 
Babcock & Wilcox Company, have hort 
zontal tubular air heaters, continous 100P 
economizers and convection type super 
heaters. Each boiler is equipped with fou! 
B & W Iowa design oil burners.

1950. This will close a large number at 
or near cities where there are ample 
grocery stores and meat markets, readily 
accessible to military personnel. A sur- 
vey is now being made to determine the 
necessity for the continued operation of 
each commissary. Subsequently the sit- 
uation with respect to each such installa- 
tion will be re-examined annually. 

Exchanges will continue in operation 
but their activities will be greatly cur- 
tailed. Sale of expensive luxury items 
will be discontinued as soon as practica- 
ble and purchases of such articles for re- 
sale will be stopped at once. A list of 
items of merchandise authorized for sale 
at exchanges in continental United States 
is published in the regulation. 

Price limitations are placed on a num- 
ber of articles. For example, the maxi- 
mum price that can be charged for 
cameras, radios, rings and watches is 
$35.00. When civilian shopping centers 
are not conveniently available to patrons 
the Secretary of the department con- 
cerned may authorize the sale of addi- 
tional items, but only where hardship is 
demonstrated. Since 1 Aug. exchanges 
have been including the Federal Retail- 
ers’ Excise Tax in the sales price of all 
merchandise subject to this tax. All cost 
of operation must be defrayed from the 
receipts of each exchange. 

Retired members of Reserve compon- 
ents, including those certified to the Vet- 
erans’ Administration for retirement on 
account of physical disability, and those 
retired for age, have finally attained the 
long-sought privilege of patronizing com- 
missaries and exchanges. Widows of 
members of the Armed Services, who died 
while on active service, and of retired 
personnel, are also authorized by the new 
regulations to make purchases at com- 
missaries and exchanges, provided they 
have not remarried. However, with the 
closing of commissaries at or near cities 
where commercial facilities are available, 
and with the limitation of items offered 
for sale at exchanges, the advantages of 
this extension are slight. 

Where commercial facilities are not 
readily available the Secretary of the 
military department concerned my 
authorize the establishment of a grocery 
section in an exchange. Service facilities, 
such as a barber shop, beauty parlor, fill- 
ing Station, tailor shop and repair serv- 
ices, as well as a grocery section, where 
authorized, may be operated directly, or 
by concessionaires, under prescribed 
procedure. 

The Board which formulated the regu- 
lations both for the exchanges and the 
commissaries was composed of Mr. Gor- 
don Gray, Secretary of the Army; Mr. 
John T. Koehler, Assistant Secretary of 
the Navy; and Mr. A. S. Barrows, Under 
Secretary of the Air Force. Pertinent 
Portions of the regulations follow: 

EXCHANGE REGULATION 
Section I 
General Provisions 
Part I—Introduction 

1-101 Redesignation of Post Exchanges and 
Ships’ Service Stores. Effective 1 January 
1950, Army, Air Force, and Marine Corps 
Post exchanges and Navy ships’ service stores 
Shall be redesignated as Army Exchanges, 
Navy Exchanges, Air Force Exchanges, and 
Marine Corps Exchanges. 

* * * 


1-103 Applicability of Regulation. This reg- 
ulation shall apply to the operation of all 
Army, Navy, Air Force, and Marine Corps 
exchanges located within the continental 
United States. The provisions of this regu- 
lation may, in the discretion of each Service, 
be applied in whole or in part to exchanges 
operated at overseas stations. 

* * + 

1-104 Effective Date of Regulation. This 
Tegulation shall be effective on and after 1 
Oct. 1949, except with respect to the redesig- 
nation of post exchanges and ships’ service 
Stores provided for in paragraph 1-101; the 
list of authorized resale items provided for 
in paragraph 3-201 which shall be published 
a8 soon as practicable, and with respect to 
Purchases by exchanges for resale shall be 
effective upon receipt by each purchasing ac- 
tivity; and payment of the Federal Retailers’ 

xcise Tax provided for in paragraph 4-403.

1-106 Amendment of Regulation. This reg- 
ulation may be amended from time to time 
by joint action of the Secretaries of the three 
Departments. Recommendations for amend- 
ments shall be submitted by each Service to 
the Secretary of the Department concerned, 

accordance with procedures prescribed by 
that Department. Unless otherwise specifi- 
tally provided in any amendment, compli- 


ance therewith shall not be mandatory until 
thirty days after the date of its issuance, al- 
though compliance shall be authorized from 
such date. 

* * * 

1-108 Deviations from Regulation. Devia- 
tions from the requirements of this regula- 
tion shall be made only in accordance with 
procedures prescribed by each respective De- 
partment, and then only in cases where spe- 
cial circumstances justify the deviation. A 
report of any such deviation shall be fur- 
nished to the other Departments, and to the 
Munitions Board Joint Resale Activities 
Committee. 

Part 2—Definition of Terms 
2 aa * 

1-201.5 Exchanges. The term ‘‘exchanges’”’ 
means Army Exchanges, Navy Exchanges, 
Air Force Exchanges, and Marine Corps Ex- 
changes. Pending the effective date of the 
redesignation of post exchanges and ships’ 
service stores provided for in »aragraph 1- 
101, the term ‘‘exchanges’’ meai:3; Army, Air 
Force, and Marine Corps post -xchanges and 
Navy ships’ service stores. 

1-201.6 Uniformed Personnel. The term 
“Uniformed Personnel’’ means regular mem- 
bers of the Army, Navy, Air Force, Marine 
Corps, Coast Guard, Coast and Geodetic Sur- 
vey, Public Health Service, and members of 
Reserve Components, as defined in para- 
graph 1-201.7, on active duty for periods in 
excess of seventy-two hours. 

1-201.7 Reserve Components. The term 
‘“‘Reserve Components’’ means the National 
Guard, the Organized Reserve Corps of the 
Army of the United States, and the National 
Guard of the United States; the Air National 
Guard and the Reserve Components of the 
Air Force of the United States; the United 
States Naval and Marine Corps Reserve; the 
United States Coast Guard Reserve; and Re- 
serve Officers of the Public Health Service.

1-201.9 Widows. The term ‘‘widows’’ 
means widows, who have not remarried, of 
the following: members of the Uniformed 
Services, as defined in paragraph 1-201.3; 
members of the Reserve Components, as de- 
fined in paragraph 1-201.7, who died in line 
of duty while on active duty; and retired 
personnel, as defined in paragraph 1-201.10. 

1-201.10 Retired Personnel. The term 
“retired personnel’ means all personnel car- 
ried on the official retired lists of the Uni- 
formed Services, as defined in paragraph 1- 
201.3; non-regular personnel of the Army and 
Air Force retired pursuant to the Act of 
3 April 1939, and certified to the Veterans’ 
Administration in a¢cordance with Executive 
Order No. 8099 of 28 April 1939; personnel 
of the Reserve Components retired pursuant 
to Public Law 810, 80th Congress, approved 
29 June 1948; personnel on the Emergency 
Officers’ Retired lists of the Army, Navy, Air 
Force, and Marine Corps who have been re- 
tired pursuant to the Act of 24 May 1928 (PL 
506—70th Congress); retired personnel of the 
Lighthouse Service; and enlisted men trans- 
ferred to the Navy and Marine Corps Fleet 
Reserve after sixteen or more years of active 
service. 

1-201.11 Precious Metals. The term 
‘precious metals’? means gold, silver, and 
other metals of similar or greater value, and 
platings and fillings of those metals. It does 
not include minor ornamentations made of 
gold, silver, and other metals of similar or 
greater value.

Section II 


Authorized Patrons 
* + + 
Part 1—Unlimited Privileges 

2-101 Patrons Entitled to Unlimited Priv- 
ileges. The following persons and organiza- 
tions shall be entitled to all exchange priv- 
ileges: 

a. All Uniformed Personnel, as defined in 
paragraph 1-201.6, and their dependents, as 
defined in paragraph 1-201.8. 

b. All retired personnel, as defined in para- 
graph 1-201.10, and their dependents * * * 

c. Widows, as defined in paragraph 1-201.9. 

d. Contract surgeons during the period of 
their contract. 

e. Uniformed personnel of the Red Cross 
assigned to duty within an activity of the 
Armed Services. 

f. Officers and enlisted men of the Armed 
Services of foreign nations when on duty with 
United States Armed Services under com- 
petent orders issued by the Army, Navy, Air 
Force, or Marine Corps. 

g. Official organizations or activities of the 
United States Armed Services, which are 
composed of personnel on active military 
duty.

h. Government departments or agencies out- 
side the National Military Establishment 
when the local commanding officer determines 
that the desired supplies or services cannot 
be conveniently obtained elsewhere, and 
when the supplies or services can be furnished 
without unduly impairing the service to ex- 
change patrons. 

Part 2—Limited Privileges 

2-201 Patrons Entitled to Limited Priv- 
ileges. The following classes of persons shall 
be entitled to limited exchange privileges as 
set forth below. 

2-201.1 Reserve Components on Duty for 
Less than 72 Hours. Members of Reserve 
Components on drill or training duty for a 
period of less than 72 hours shall be entitled 
to purchase those items listed in paragraph 
3-201 which are preceded by an asterisk (*), 
and to the privileges of the service depart- 
ments. 

2-201.2 Inactive Reserve Components. Mem- 
bers of Reserve Components not in an active 
duty, drill, or training status shall be entitled 
to purchase such necessary articles of uni- 
form clothing, accoutrements and equipment, 
in such quantities as would be required im- 
mediately when called to active duty. 

2-201.3 Hospitalized Veterans. Honorably 
discharged veterans of the Uniformed Serv- 
ices, when hospitalized where exchange fa- 
cilities are available, shall be entitled to all 
privileges except purchase of articles of the 
uniform. 

2-201.4 Totally Disabled Veterans. Honor- 
ably discharged veterans of the Uniformed 
Services who are totally disabled and who 
are receiving medical care and treatment in 
a hospital or a private domicile through 
the Veterans Administration while under- 
going such care and treatment shall be en- 
titled to all privileges except purchase of 
articles of the uniform. 

2-205.1 Armed Services Personnel of For- 
eign Nations. Officers and enlisted men of 
the Armed Services of foreign nations when 
visiting a United States military installation 
shall be entitled to purchase confections and 
tobacco products and to the privileges of the 
service departments. 

2-201.6 Red Cross Non-Uniformed Person- 
nel. Red Cross non-uniformed personnel 
working in Red Cross offices within an ac- 
tivity of the Armed Services shall be entitled 
to the privileges of the fountain, snack bar, 
and restaurant when the local commanding 
officer determines that these facilities are 
not conveniently available from other sources. 

2-20’ 7 Exchange Employees. Exchange em- 
ployees shall be entitled to all privileges of 
the exchange by which they are employed 
except purchase of articles of the uniform. 

2-201.8 Civilian Employees Residing on 
Military Reservations. Civilian employees re- 
siding within the limits of a military reserva- 
tion shall be entitled to the privileges of the 
fountain, snack bar, and restaurant when 
the local commanding officer determines that 
these facilities are not conveniently avail- 
able from other sources, and, when author- 
ized by the Department concerned, all other 
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privileges except purchase of articles of the 
uniform. . 

2-201.9 Civilian Employees Not Residing on 
Military Reservations. Civilian employees 
working on, but residing off, military reserva- 
tions shall be entitled to the privileges of 
the fountain, snack bar, and restaurant when 
the local commanding officer determines that 
these facilities are not conveniently avail- 
able from other sources. 

2-201.10 Visitors. Visitors to military reser- 
vations shall be entitled to the privileges of 
the fountain, snack bar, and restaurant when 
the local commanding officer determines that 
these facilities are not conveniently available 
from other sources. 

Part 3—Identification of Patrons 

2-301 Positive Identification Required. Any 
individual who seeks to make a purchase 
from an exchange shall be positively identi- 
fied as an authorized patron prior to con- 
summation of a sale. Credentials shall be 
carefully checked to insure that each indi- 
vidual is entitled to the privileges which he 
seeks. Sales shall be made only to authorized 
patrons.

Section Ill 
Scope of Operation 
Part 1—Authorized Facilities 

3-101 List of Facilities. Exchanges are 
authorized to operate the facilities set forth 
below. Each Service shall prescribe the fa- 
cilities which may be operated by the ex- 
changes under its cognizance. 

Retail store, soda fountain and snack bar 
(including service clubs), beer bar, gasoline 
filling station, automobile garage and service 
station, restaurant and cafeteria, including 
cafeterias in service clubs, barber shop, 
beauty parlor, laundry, watch repair shop, 
radio repair shop, tailor shop (including dry 
cleaning and pressing), shoe repair shop, 
photographic studio, vending and amusement 
machines, guest and hostess houses, recrea- 
tion rooms, taxicab and bus service, personal 
services, news-stands, recreation and athletic 
facilities, grocery section (when specifically 
authorized by the Secretary of the Depart- 
ment concerned, as set forth in paragraph 
3-301). 

Part 2—Authorized Resale Items 

3-201 List of Items. Exchanges within the 
continental United States are authorized to 
stock and sell only the items of merchandise 
listed below. Each Service may designate the 
items which may be stocked in exchanges 
under its cognizance. Price limitations on 
authorized items, as prescribed in this list, 
apply to the cost (invoice) price. 

Candy and Confections: *Candy, *Chewing 
gum, *Cookies or crackers, *Ice cream, *Nuts, 
popcorn and potato chips, *Snack-type pack- 
aged food items. 

Beverages: *Beer, *Soft drinks. 

Tobacco and Accessories (exclusive of those

Miscellaneous: Bags, sleeping, including 
mattress, *Belts, money, *Brushes, shoe, 
*Button boards, *Cloth, metal polishing, 
*Cloth, shoe. Cosmetic sets, $6.00 limit, 
Dresser sets, $6.00 limit, *Flashlights, bulbs, 
and batteries. Hampers, *Key containers, 
*Kits, toilet, $5.00 limit, *Knives, pocket or 
sporting, *Laces. shoe, *Locks, Luggage, 
foot lockers, duffle bags. etc., $25.00 limit, 
*Manicure implements, *Mirrors, *Nail files, 
*Needles and thread, Perfume and toilet 
water, $5.00 limit per bottle, *Polish, shoe, 





*Religious goods (Laymen only), *Scissors, 
*Shoe cleaning supplies, *Shoe trees, *Soap, 
laundry, *Soap, saddle, *Stoppers, ear, *Sun- 
glasses, utility type, *Towels, Toys, $12.50 
limit, Trunks, $40.00 limit, Wallets, *Wash 
cloths. 

Sports and Recreational Equipment and 


Supplies: Bicycles, $25.00 limit, Fishing 
equipment, $20.00 limit, Golf club sets, Guns, 
All other items of sports and recreational 
equipment and supplies, and manual arts 
and garden tools, $25.00 limit. 

Automotive: *Gasoline and oil, Supplies 
and accessories, $5.00 limit per item. 





*Only those items marked with an 
asterisk (*) may be sold to mambers of Re- 
serve Components who are on duty for less 
than 72 hours. (See paragraph 2-201.1.) 

3-202 Price Limitations. The price limita- 
tions established in paragraph 3-201 may be 
changed by amendment to this regulation 
to conform with changes in economic condi- 
tions. The average of the Department of 
Commerce Wholesale Price Index for the 
Calendar Year 1949 shall be used as the basis 
for revising price limitations. 

3-203 Additional Resale Items. When 
civilian shopping centers are not conveniently 
available to patrons served by an exchange, 
the Secretary of the Department concerned 
may authorize such exchange to stock and 
sell items in addition to those listed in para- 
graph 3-201. Requests for deviations from 
the authorized list of items will not be 
approved, unless particular hardship is 
demonstrated. 


Part 3—Grocery Section 

3-301 Statement of Policy. When adequate 
commercial facilities are not conveniently 
available with grocery supplies at reasonable 
prices, or when considered necessary because 
of other factors deemed important, an ex- 
change may be authorized to operate a gro- 
cery section by the Secretary of the Depart- 
ment concerned. With the effective date of 
this regulation, each Department shall ex- 
amine on an individual basis each exchange 
operating a grocery section, and shall make 
a determination with respect to the neces- 
sity for its continued operation. Three 
months from the effective date of this regula- 
tion, and in January of each year thereafter, 
each Department shall re-examine on an in- 
dividual basis the exchanges which have 
been authorized to operate grocery sections. 
When it is found that the necessity for the 
operation of a grocery section no longer 
exists, the authority to operate it shall be 
withdrawn... 

3-302 Authorized Stock Categories. When a 
grocery section is authorized, stocks shall 
be restricted to those specific items which 
are not available from a commissary store 
located on the same station as the exchange. 
Subject to this restriction, each Department 
may authorize the sale in the grocery section 
of an exchange, the items falling under one 
or more of the following categories: 

Bakery Products, Cereals. Dairy Products, 
Frozen Foods, Fruits and Vegetables (fresh, 
dried. canned, glazed and preserved), Fruit 
and Vegetable Juices, Meat, Poultry and Sea- 
food Products. 


Part 4—Special Orders 

3-401 Statement of Policy. With the effective 
date of this regulation, exchanges are pro- 
hibited from obtaining by special order mer- 
chandise not included in the list of authorized 
resale items in paragraph 3-201. 

Section IV 
Operational Policies and Instructions 
Part 1—Organization 

4-101 Organizational Structure. Each Serv- 
ice shall utilize in its exchange operation 
the organizational structure which it consid- 
ers best adapted to its requirements. 

Part 2—Audits and Inspections 

4-201 External Audits. Each Service shall 
require annual audits of its exchange system 
by a certified public accounting firm or firms. 
These audits shall include the central offices 
(if maintained) and such regional organiza- 
tions and individual exchanges as may be 
necessary to obtain properly certified state- 
ments as to the financial condition of the 
exchanges under the cognizance of each 
Service. 

4-202 Internal Audits and Inspections. Each 
Service shall determine and require such in- 
ternal audits and inspections as it may con- 
sider necessary or desirable. 

Part 3—Methods of Operation 

4-301 Direct or by Concession. Any or all 
of the service facilities listed in paragraph 
3-101, including a grocery section where au- 
thorized, may be operated directly by an 
exchange or they may be operated as an 
exchange concession. Concessionaire opera- 
tions may be authorized in accordance with 
procedures prescribed by each Service. 

Part 4—Pricing Policy 

4-401 Statement of Policy. Exchanges pro- 
vide the principal source of funds for welfare 
and recreational activities. With due regard 
for profit requirements, merchandise and 
services available through exchanges shall be 
sold at the lowest practicable prices. 

4-402 Establishment of Prices. Since profit 
requirements are not uniform for all Services, 
each Service shall prescribe the prices to be 
charged for merchandise and services avail- 
able through exchanges under its cognizance. 

4-403 Federal Retailers’ Excise Tax. The 





Federal Retailers’ Excise Tax shall be in- 
cluded in the sales price of all merchandise 
subject to this tax, effective on and after 
August 1, 1949. 
Part 5—Control of Sales 

4-501 Sales Slips. A sales slip shall be used 
by all exchanges to record the sale of single 
items of merchandise bearing a sales price 
of $5.00 or over. These sales slips shall be 
signed by the patron at the time the sale 
is consummated, and shall include a state- 
ment certifying that the merchandise listed 
thereon is not for resale and is for the 
personal use of the purchaser, or his de- 
pendents, or is for use as a bonafide gift. 
The purchaser shall indicate by check mark 
in appropriate blocks on the sales slip for 
which of these purposes the merchandise is 
obtained. 

Part 6—Support of Exchanges 

4-601 Statement of Policy. Exchanges shall 
be operated with non-appropriated funds. 
They shall be self-sustaining with respect to 
the payment of salaries of civilian employees, 
the purchase of operating equipment and 
supplies, and the maintenance of equipment. 
Exchanges shall reimburse the Government 
for the cost of heat, water, light, power, 
and other utilities furnished by the Gov- 
ernment. However, exchanges may utilize 
available equipment of the Government pro- 
vided that all operating and maintenance 
costs of such equipment are paid by the 
exchange. 


COMMISSARY STORE REGULATION 
Section I 
General Provisions 


Part 3—Establishment and Disestablishment 
of Commissary Stores 

1-301 General Policy. The establishment of 
commissary stores shall not be authorized 
in areas where adequate commercial facili- 
ties are conveniently available and sell com- 
missary merchandise at reasonable prices, 
as determined by each Service. With the 
effective date of this regulation, each Service 
shall examine on an individual basis each 
commissary store in operation and shall make 
a determination with respect to the necessity 
for its continued operation. Three months 
from the effective date of this regulation, and 
in January of each year thereafter, each 
Service shall re-examine on an individual 
basis the commissary stores that have been 
authorized. When it is found that the neces- 
sity for a commissary store no longer exists, 
the authority for its operation shall: be with- 
drawn. 

1-302 Disestablishment of Commissary 
Stores. Commissary stores now in operation 
in areas where it has been determined that 
adequate commercial facilities are conveni- 
ently available and sell commissary merchan- 
dise at reasonable prices shall be disestab- 
lished on or before 1 January 1950. 
Commissary stores subsequently determined 
to be in operation in such areas shall be 
disestablished within 60 days from the date 
of determination.

Section III 
Scope of Operations 
Part 1—Authorized Facilities 

3-101 List of Facilities. Commissary stores 
are authorized to operate the facilities indi- 
cated below. Each Service shall prescribe 
the facilities to be operated by the commis- 
sary stores under its cognizance. 

Grocery Section, Meat Section, Produce 
Section, Household Supplies Section. 

Part 2—Authorized Resale Items 

3-201 List of Items. Commissary stores are 
authorized to stock and sell items of mer- 
chandise within the categories listed below. 
Each Service may designate the items to be 
stocked under each category in commissary 
stores under its cognizance. 

Bakery Products, Beverages (non- 
alcoholic), Cereals, Confections, Dairy prod- 
ucts, Foods, frozen, packaged, Fruits (fresh, 
dried, canned, glazed, and preserved), Fruit 
and vegetable juices, Groceries, miscellane- 
ous, Household supplies, Meat, poultry, and 
seafood products, Tobacco products, Vegeta- 
bles (fresh, dried, and canned). 

3-202 Assortment of Brands. The assort- 
ment of brands of merchandise shall be 
limited to those sufficient to meet the reason- 
able demands of patrons. 

3-203 Additional Resale Items. When ex- 
change facilities are not available, additional 
items may be authorized by the Secretary 
of the Department concerned. 

Part 3—Sales 

4-301 Cash and Credit Sales. Al] purchases 
by individual patrons shall be made for cash, 
except where charge sales are specifically 
authorized in overseas areas by the Secretary 
of the Department concerned. 

Part 4—Pricing Instructions 

4-401 Statement of Policy. With due regard 
for operational expense requirements, mer- 
chandise available through commissary stores 
shall be sold at the lowest practicable price, 
except in those of the Army and Air Force 
which are required by statute to sell at cost 
price. 

4-402 Establishment of Prices. Since opera- 
tional expenses are not uniform for al! Serv- 
ices, each Service shall prescribe the prices 
to be charged for merchandise available 
through commissary stores under its cogni- 
zance, .

subdue by military force practically all of 
Europe and Asia in a relatively short period 
of time—if we think in terms of war as it 
has been fought in the past. In such an 
eventuality, however, it would still be faced 
by the United States, whose industrial ca- 
pacity at this time is not only greater than 
Russia’s, but is greater than Russia could 
achieve through exploitation of the countries 

which she might overrun. 

“Strategic Air Power together with our 
temporary monopoly of the atomic bomb is 
the best if not the oniy means today for this 
military application of our American indus- 
trial power. It provides a means of destroy- 
ing or fatally weakening the war making po- 
tential of an enemy industrially and tech- 
nically incapable of taking the same action 
against us.’’ 

“Unless an aggressor can develop weapons 
and techniques at least equal to ours, he will 
not start a war. If the prospective enemy 
could be reasonably sure that, under the pres- 
sure of open hostilities, his agents could so 
infiltrate American industry that our produc- 
tivity could be fatally disrupted, he might 
then consider a hot war. Or, if he should be- 
come convinced that, through confused 
policy, our resources were being squandered 
to.a point of national bankruptcy, he might 
then choose to rely on prolonging the cold 
war to achieve his objective. The preven- 
tion of such sabotage of our industry calls 
for constant vigilance. The possibility of a 
prolonged cold war requires that our military 
security be obtained at a minimum of sacri- 
fice of our national wealth. 

“‘With the B-36 and the atomic bomb, the 
United States today has a military force in- 
dicative of our industrial potential, resting 
on a solid and safe foundation within the 
confines of the American continent. 

‘‘Under cover of this present power of the 
United States, our allies of the Atlantic Pact 
must be built up in political, economic, and 
military strength to a degree that will re- 
move them from Russia’s list of push-over 
nations, focal points for sparking a war. This 
can be done, and a military potential built 
up in the nations of Western Europe which 
will place them on a more favorable footing 
with respect to Russia. Russia was not so 
menacing as a world power in by-gone days 
when there were other European armies in 
existence. 

‘“‘Moreover, the strengthening of Europe 
must be accomplished in advance of the time 
when Russia will have _ intercontinental 
bombers and atomic bombs. 

“Until that time, the intercontinental 
bomber and the atomic bomb in the posses- 
sion of the United States are the greatest 
forces for peace in the world, and even after 
the rehabilitation of the political, economic, 
and military strength of Western Europe 
they will still be most potent instruments for 
maintaining a balance of power for peace. 

“‘As for the performance characteristics of 
the B-36, it greatly exceeds in all categories— 
in speed, altitude, range, weight-carrying ca- 
pacity, and armament—any bomber used in 
World War II. Its performance exceeds that 
of the high-altitude reconnaissance planes of 
that war which were practically never inter- 
cepted by the speediest fighter planes, in 
their high-altitude operations deep into hos- 
tile territory. There is no reason to assume 
that present day fighters would be more suc- 
cessful in shooting down B-36’s, then World 
War II fighters were in shooting down recon- 
naissance planes operating at lower alti- 
tudes.”’ 

Lt. Gen. Rawlings 

‘The Air Force in computing the cost of 
aircraft uses two separate standards—a fly- 
away cost and a total program cost. (1) The 
flyaway cost includes the cost of airframe 
manufacturing, installation of Government 
Furnished Property, amortized engineering 
and tooling, plus a pro rata share of the cost 
of training equipment, technical engineering 
data, and static and flight testing. It excludes 
the spares and ground-handling equipment 
(2) The total program cost includes the fly 
away cost plus those spares, (first years 
operation) and ground-handling equipment 
necessary to insure the maintenance and oP 
eration of the aircraft. 

“Under these two definitions of cost, the 
estimated unit flying away cost of the % 
B-36’s, prior to any modification, is $3,275, 
133 each. Under the estimated total program 
cost, which, as I indicated, includes all spares 
and ground-handling equipment, the unit cost 
of the 95 B-36’s is $4,692,392 each. 

“The first Board of Senior Officers, which 
met in December 1948-January 1949, recom 
mended: (a) The procurement of 39 addi 
tional B-36 aircraft. On 28 January the Alr 
Force requested certification and release of 
$172,949,000 for these 39 aircraft. (b) The 
modification of 94 of the 95 B-36 aircraft 
previously under contract (this excluded the 
B-36 tested to destruction by the Air Mate 
riel Command). On 4 February the Al 
Force requested certification and release of 
$147,848,000 for the modification of these 4 
aircraft. 

“At the second Board of Senior Officers. 
which met in February-March 1949, 36 add 
tional B-36 aircraft were recommended for 
procurement. On 31 March the Air Fort 
requested certification and release of $182- 
021,490 for these 36 aircraft.’
